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TRENDS IN PRINTING PROGRESS 
R. B. FISHENDEN 


BOOKS produced in Britain are held in high esteem all over the world, 
owing to the care devoted to their design as well as to the techniques used 
in their printing and to the wise choice of paper. Other countries, 
particularly France, may excel in costly editions but in Britain a general 
high production standard is the aim. Every year the National Book League 
holds an exhibition of book design, when cheap as well as costly books are 
selected by competent judges from books offered by publishers and printers. 
Among the chosen books are found hand-bound books on handmade paper 
and usually, at the other end of the scale, a selection of Penguin Books. 


It is not only the design of a book, the typography, the choice of 
illustrations, the style of the casing and the not unimportant jacket that 
make a good book. It is the high standard of the many techniques used in 
the printing and auxiliary trades which determines whether or not a book 
is easy to read and a thing to be admired. 


But publishers and printers cannot thrive on aesthetics, and the constant 
objective of printers is economic; to maintain a high standard of quality 
with increased production and consequently lower costs. This may seem 
a strange thing to say when prices continue to rise, but so do the cost of 
materials and labour. 


In 1897 John Southwood wrote a short book on progress in printing in 
the graphic arts during the Victorian era. It makes good reading for the 
designer as well as for the technician. The Linotype machine, producing a 
line of words at a time in type metal, had arrived and the Monotype machine 
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was on its way (1898). These two systems for mechanical type composition 
have made a revolution in book, magazine and newspaper printing. It is 
generally known that in Linotype composition the machine is operated by 
one man. 


An innovation in recent years is teletypsetting, used mostly in newspaper 
offices on the Linotype machine. The setting may be done in one centre, 
the product being punched tape, every signal or group of signals representing 
a character, punctuation mark or space. Such a record may be transmitted 
by wire to other centres where the lines of type will be produced without 
human aid. The principle of teletypesetting is being applied to book and 
magazine production; the advantage is an increase in output because the 
machine can work to full capacity without possible delays owing to the 
operator having to decipher bad copy, or to other causes. 


The Monotype is a two-unit machine, the operator at the keyboard 
producing signals on a paper reel which goes into the casting machine 
which always works to capacity. As its name implies, this machine produces 
single letters and is usually preferred in this country for book work; 
corrections are made in the same way as with hand-set type. An extensive 
range of fine type designs is available and this is important particularly for 
book work. 


To dispense with type metal and to set type photographically began as an 
inventor's dream; W. Freise Green, the father of the cinema, was the first 
in the field but his invention did not go further than a provisional patent in 
1895. The early story of photo-type composition has many interests and 
disappointments. Inventors did not realise the meticulous accuracy required 
of their mechanisms to equal the mechanical perfection of type setting either 
by hand or machine. They also laboured under the disadvantage that the 
photographic materials available did not give the sharp, crisp outlines needed. 


In 1921 one enthusiastic technician foretold that in a few years existing 
methods of setting metal type would be discarded in favour of photographic 
ones. This prophecy was not fulfilled, but in recent years photographic type 
composition has become a technical success and some systems are in regular 
use, particularly in the U.S.A. 


The commercial interest in photo composition is particularly associated 
with the increased use of processes other than letterpress. The two major 
alternative processes are litho-offset and photogravure or rotogravure. The 
former has advanced greatly in quality and applications, and the latter is used 
the world over for the mass production of magazines. In both processes the 
printing images are prepared photographically. In the established techniques 
metal type needs to be set, and, from the type, prints are taken which by 
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photographic means are converted into printing plates by one method or 
another. It seems obviously uneconomic to set type, which depreciates 
every time it is used and is costly to handle, when all that is needed is a 
transparent film for the later photographic operations. There are many 
details in this connection which need not be discussed, but photographically 
set type should give sharp, clean results. (See later reference to litho offset 
printing.) 


At present there are a number of photographic type composing machines 
which have reached a prototype or production stage of development. It is 
of interest that most of these are adaptations of existing machines for setting 
metal types. The Fotosetter machine has the largest number in use; the 
basis of this machine is the Intertype, which is similar in principle to the 
Linotype. The Hadego machine is semi-automatic, the characters being 
assembled letter by letter and distributed by hand. There are two machines 
based on the Monotype: the Rotofoto invented by George Westover, 
introduced some years ago, and the Monophoto, which is now undergoing 
extended field trials. 


The Photon machine, a French invention developed in the U.S.A., is 
entirely original in its conception; all its functions are operated electronically. 
An idea of the accuracy of the mechanism may be gained by visualising letter 
characters supported on a circular disc which revolves uniformly; letters are 
photographed individually on to light-sensitive film with an exposure of a 
microsecond—every letter is perfectly sharp and accurately placed to within 
the smallest tolerances. 


Other machines are projected, particulary the Linofilm which embodies 
a new approach to the problem. A pre-production model has been 
demonstrated. 


So far we know little about the economics of photo type composition 
and more commercial experience will be needed before these can be assessed. 
One mechanical difficulty needs to be mentioned and this relates to correc- 
tions. Printers have to deal with two kinds: corrections of errors in setting, 
known as ‘house’ corrections, and authors’ corrections, which are more 
difficult to deal with. In handling type, corrections are easily made although 
the work is costly—particularly when authors’ corrections are heavy! But 
correcting a photographic film is a very real problem. The Fotosetter system 
for corrections is sound mechanically: faulty lines are cut out of the film 
and replaced by corrected ones. 


An obvious alternative way to set type is on the typewriter. With careful 
attention to details, typewritten copy reproduced by photography may give 
a reasonably presentable result. On an ordinary typewriter all letters are 
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equal in width. Machines are in use, however, with the ‘T’ relatively narrow, 
the ‘N’ wider and the “W’ and ‘M’ widest. If the typewritten copy is to 
look like type all the lines must be equal in length. The Coxhead D.S|. 
Composing Machine is provided with letters of varying widths, and ling 
can be made equal in length by a second manual typing. It may be tha 
systems on this basis will be perfected, but the work produced on existing 
machines is but a crude alternative to ordinary or photographic type setting. 


Mention has been made earlier of photo offset printing and photogravure 
and a brief explanation is called for. Offset—litho-offset printing—is a 
development of the classic litho process wherein there is no difference in the 
mechanical height of the printing and non-printing areas; the form of the 
image is such that, when in a damp state, parts to print will ‘take’ a printing 
ink from rollers while the non-printing parts repel it. In the modem 
development, litho offset printing, this ink image is received first on a rubber 
blanket stretched on a cylinder and transferred from thence to paper. 
Type printing is adequate, but it lacks the crisp firmness of printing by the 
letterpress process. In photogravure the printing parts are sunk (intaglio) 
as in a copperplate visiting card. Type printing by photogravure lacks clarity 
and definition. 


An interesting recent development of printing on a litho offset machine, 
is that the image is etched in slight relief to a depth in the printing areas of 
only .o12” (plate thickness .030”) approximately. This method has some 
technical advantages and already good work is produced in this way, the 
type in some cases being set photographically. There is always a risk in 
prophecy, but it seems likely that this new idea, known as dry or relief 
offset, may have a significant future. Such plates may be printed from 
directly, instead of by the offset technique. 


In a brief survey of this kind, book printing from rubber plates must be 
mentioned. Rubber plates from the type formes are made, similar in essentials 
to rubber stamps; these are placed accurately in position on the cylinder 
of a rotary machine. If the work is well done, books are in every way 
satisfactory and only a skilled technician can detect any difference between 
a book printed by this method and the same book printed from type. 


Colour printing is beyond the scope of these notes but it is generally 
known that in the four-colour process ‘colour separations’ are produced 
and made into printing blocks which are printed successively in yellow, 
magenta, cyan blue and black inks. Applications of electronics are increasing. 
One application is in the making of the colour separations. These electronic 
machines may in time replace the usual techniques and minimise or eliminate 
manual corrections of the colour plates. Another new application of 
electronics is in the making of ‘halftone’ printing plates. 
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Unsewn binding has aroused much controversy in recent years between 
advanced technicians and those who hate the very idea, the latter including 
both book lovers and traditional book binders. As is well known, the ordinary 
book has, for generations, comprised folded sections of leaves which are 
sewn by hand or machine. With unsewn binding, after the sections are 
folded, the whole book is cut into individual sheets. The next stage is to 
apply an adhesive to the back. Mechanical means are provided to ensure 
that the adhesive enters to a very slight distance between the sheets as well. 
The back is further reinforced with a gauze or cloth of suitable characteristics. 
It has been said that unsewn binding is good if the right paper, the right 
adhesive and a suitable mechanism are used. Investigations made by the 
Printing and Allied Trades Research Association into the mechanical strength 
of these bindings have shown it to be remarkable. Telephone directories in 
this country and in many others are bound in this way which is proof that 
books so bound can be durable. Many cheap novels are made with unsewn 
binding. With the right adhesive these books open more flatly than books 
bound in the normal way. It is normally considered necessary to use papers 
that are not harsh to handle (that is, soft-sized). So far means have not been 
found for binding coated art paper by this method. 


Printing techniques—processes and machines—continue to improve and 
make possible production of good quality at higher speeds. An increasing 
realisation that design in printing is a vital factor leads to the hope that 
aesthetic considerations will continue to move in step with technical progress.

THOMAS HARDY. A Bibliographical Study. Richard Little Purdy. 

Oxford University Press, 50s. 1954. 22cm. 402 pages. 7 plates. Notes. Index. 
The books and papers kept by Hardy at his death have been used by Professor Purdy 
for this valuable study which provides much new material of biographical as well as 
bibliographical importance. The author has given a full and detailed description of 
the first edition of every one of Hardy’s books, recorded the original appearance 
in print of everything he wrote, located and described manuscripts where they survive, 
collected what can be known about composition and publication and traced the 
development of texts through subsequent editions. No attempt has been made to 
record every printing of the works, or to record translations; their author had little 
or no part in these. The intention has been to show how Hardy’s novels and poems 
came to be written and published and how they arrived at the form in which they 
are now known. (o12) 


ENGLISH BOOKS WITH COLOURED PLATES, 1790-1860. 
A Bibliographical Account of the most Important Books illustrated by English 
artists in Colour Aquatint and Colour Lithography. R. V. Tooley. Batsford, 
105s. 1954. 25$cm. 432 pages. 

[his work of bibliographical research by a leading London antiquarian bookseller, 

who has handled personally most of the books described, was first published in a 

shorter form in 1935. Although still not exhaustive, it is an accurate collation of all 

the more important books, and many minor items, illustrated by coloured plates, 
published during a period when there was remarkable development in English 
book-illustration. The age was one of expansion and great interest was shown in 
travel and antiquities, invention, trade and the arts. Consequently there was a well- 
informed and wealthy public ready to welcome beautifully illustrated books on 
these subjects. The arrangement is alphabetical under authors or, if anonymous, 
under title, although there are some exceptions, e.g. works illustrated by Rowlandson 
which are grouped together for ease of reference. Books on botany and ornithology 
have been excluded as each of these subjects would need a separate volume. (016) 


THE ECONOMICS OF ‘UNDERDEVELOPED’ AREAS. An 
Annotated Reading List of Books, Articles and Official Publications. Compiled 
by Arthur Hazlewood. Oxford University Press for the Institute of Colonial Studies, 
6s. 1954. 22cm. 102 pages. Indexes. Paper covers. (Institute of Colonial Studies 
Reading Lists) 

This list is a revision of one on Colonial Economics compiled for the Institute of 

Colonial Studies by Miss P. H. Bower in 1946. The material is classified under fairly 

broad headings, and there is an author index and a place index. Nearly all the 623 

items are annotated, and fifty are selected as being of outstanding importance. 
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The list includes books and bibliographies, as well as articles from some forty-five 
periodicals. Only items dealing specifically with the problems of underdeveloped 
areas are included, and the British Colonies have been given rather fuller treatment 
than other areas. (016-3393) 


THE LITERATURE OF AUSTRALIAN BIRDS. A History and a 
Bibliography of Australian Ornitholgy. Hubert Massey Whittell. Paterson 
Brokensha (Perth, Australia), 70s. 1954. 254m. 800 pages. 32 plates. Index. 

Major Whittell, over many years, contributed much of great value to the study of 

Australian ornithology. This, his last work, will be of immense interest to the research 

worker, including, as it does, the names of some 2,300 authors and collectors, and 

the titles of more than 10,000 items. Bibliographical notices of authors and collectors 
are given, with sources where further information may be found, followed by 
chronological lists of all works published by an author. Annotations are provided 
for the more inaccessible items. Included also is an historical sketch, giving the 
circumstances in which the carliest knowledge of Australian birds was gained.

PEARS CYCLOPAEDIA, 1954-1955. An Everyday Work of Reference 
for the Home, School and Office. 63rd edition. Edited by L. Mary Barker. 
A. & F. Pears (Isleworth), 12s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 1,008 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
Illustrations in text. 32 maps in colour. Endpapers in colour. Index. 

The need for a handy single-volume reference book of wide range is an everyday 

experience of modern readers. This cyclopaedia, first published in 1897, should 

answer this need, for there are few interests that it does not meet. It deals with world 
history and affairs, contains an atlas, gazetteer, and an English dictionary. It supplies 
wide general information and its medical, first aid and infant care section maintains 

a salutary precautionary tone. The scientific section, new to this volume, surveys 

the achievements of modern scientists. The thin paper and small print are the only 

drawbacks to this very useful book. (032) 


PHILOSOPHY 


INTRODUCTION TO PHILOSOPHY. John Lewis. Waits, 21s. 1954. 
22} cm. 242 pages. Index. 
There can never be too many introductions to philosophy, because philosophy is a 
subject to which everyone should be introduced. Yet how often do such primers 
fail of their task. The ordinary readers requires a book which will enable him, given 
time and study, to stand on his feet. The present work, from Plato to Whitehead, 
fulfils this need. Although written from a frankly rationalist viewpoint, it is free 
from the tiresome polemical strain so often associated with books of an anti-idealist 
persuasion. We know where we stand with the author; and this enables us to think 
for ourselves. (100) 


RELIGION 


SIMONE WEIL. E. W. F. Tomlin. Bowes & Bowes, 6s. 1954. 184m. 
64 pages. Chronology. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and 
Thought) 


Simone Weil has often been called a mystic: she undoubtedly possessed great gifts 
of introspection, and ‘a capacity for contemplation which places her within the 
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tradition of the mystics’. An intellectual Jewess, she was drawn to Catholicism, while 
remaining unorthodox, through, as Mr. Tomlin so well shows, patience not 
truculence. She had poor health yet insisted on sharing the hard life of manual 
workers, believing that all work is dedication, and that the problem is not to end 
suffering but to use it. Mr. Tomlin relates her, in every sense, much travelled life 
with great skill and understanding. His little book will provide much food for 
reflection for those interested in theological questions. (201) 


AN APPROACH TO THE NEW TESTAMENT. Greville P. Lewis. 
Epworth Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 280 pages. Index. 
Teachers, lay preachers, and others who desire to undertake a systematic study of 
the New Testament will find in this volume a useful guide. In the introduction, a 
brief but clear account is given of the period between the Testaments, the political 
background of the New Testament and kindred matters. To each book of the New 
Testament there is prefixed an introductory chapter dealing with authorship, 
composition and date, and it is followed by comments on the text with special 
reference to the more difficult passages. (225) 


HE WALKED IN LIGHT. The Story of Our Lord. Gorell. Odhams Press, 
10s.6d. 1954. 22cm. 240 pages. Endpaper maps. 
This book differs from many recent attempts by non-professional students of the 
gospels to portray the central figure of Christianity since it is based on wide reading, 
reverent thought and a disciplined imagination. Lord Gorell examines the incidents 
and sayings recorded in the four gospels, and with deep insight and scholarly care 
weaves them into an arresting story. While doctrinal questions and issues which 
loom large in current discussion are left in the background, we are presented with 
a coherent picture of the life of Jesus justifying the title of ‘our Lord’ which has 
been ascribed to Him for twenty centuries. (232-9) 


THE LIFE AND MINISTRY OF JESUS. Vincent Taylor. Macmillan, 
12s.6d. 1954. 224. cm. 248 pages. Indexes. 
Since the author believes that any attempt to assess the theological significance of 
Christ should be preceded by a study of the historical evidence for His life and 
ministry, he first examines the historical value of the Gospel tradition and the relation 
of the Jesus of history to the Christ of Faith. The course of the life and ministry is 
outlined in five parts: the period before the Galilean ministry, the Galilean ministry 
itself, the withdrawal from Galilee, the Jerusalem ministry and the Passion and the 
Resurrection. This lucid, learned and well-balanced treatment is of outstanding 
importance and, while it is primarily written for scholars, those who are concerned 
to know whether there is an adequate historical basis in the gospels for a ‘Life of 
Christ’ will here find authoritative guidance. (232-9) 


THE PURE IN HEART. A Study in Christian Sanctity. The Cato Lecture 

of 1954. W. E. Sangster. Epworth Press, 18s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 272 pages. Indexes. 
The author is here concerned with the idea of holiness as a practical issue for all 
Christians. In the first part of the discussion he traces somewhat sketchily the nature 
of holiness in primitive religion and in the biblical and inter-testamental literature. 
He then proceeds to examine the tests of sanctity as conceived by varying ecclesiastical 
traditions, and in the final and more valuable part of the book portrays the saint in the 
light of the Pauline teaching about the fruits of the spirit. A lively and useful treatment 
of a theme much neglected by Protestant writers. (234) 
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THE PERFECTION OF MAN BY CHARITY. Reginald Buckler, OP. 

Blackfriars Publications, 13s.6d. 1954. 22cm. 248 pages. 
This book was first published in 1889 and a third revised edition appeared in 1912, 
Its reissuesafter so many years indicates that it is regarded in Catholic circles as a 
spiritual classic calculated to aid those who are seeking a guide amid the perplexities 
of modern life to the attainment of Christian character. The author understands 
charity in the wider sense of the mutual love between the soul and God, and his object 
is first to describe the nature of charity as the supreme virtue and then to encourage 
the formation of habits which lead to the enjoyment of the life of perfect love. (248) 


CANDLELIGHT IN AVALON. Augustus Muir. Bles, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 
212 pages. 
A work of deep and delicate charm, and of rare spiritual discrimination. It is cast 
in the form of a journal intime—a fictional account of a middle-aged solicitor who 
retires to the countryside just beyond London to recuperate from a nervous break- 
down. With his senses and his conscience preternaturally sharpened by the quietness 
of the place and his still prevailing ailment, he secks for the first time truly to know 
himself. The result is a dark adventure into the interior of his own spirit; a desperate 
pilgrimage stimulated by the characters he encounters. At long length, he discovers 
God, recovers from his illness and returns to London, where he undertakes social 
work in the East End, and dies at peace. Ascetically epicurean, this book is an unusual 
work of art. (248) 


APPOINTMENT WITH GOD. Some Thoughts on Holy Communion. 
J. B. Phillips. Epworth Press, 5s. 1954. 19 cm. 76 pages. 
The author has the art of making clear to the plain man the essential elements of 
Christian belief, and in this serie; of Lenten addresses he provides us with a simple 
and convincing exposition of the meaning of Holy Communion. While he deals with 
some misinterpretations of the rite, he is mainly concerned to present a positive 
account of its significance. Special attention may be drawn to the helpful chapters 
on the original intention of this Sacrament, the nature of the unique sacrifice and the 
need for preparation before reception. (265-3) 


EVANGELISM AND PAGAN ENGLAND. J. Ernest Rattenbury. 
Epworth Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 1§6 pages. 
The author, who is an octogenarian, has a wide acquaintance with the various methods 
which have been adopted by the Christian Church to reach those outside its borders. 
In the first part of this courageous and provocative volume, he offers autobiographical 
reflections on evangelism which indicate the sweeping changes in the religious life 
of England during the present century. He proceeds to examine the Christian message 
and argues that what he calls ‘the hangover of Puritan negations’ hampers the modern 
evangelist and that emphasis upon the social implications of Christianity is the only 
effective reply to alternative ways of life. (269) 


THE REFORMATION IN ENGLAND. Vol. Ill. ‘True Religion Now 
Established’. Philip Hughes. Hollis & Carter, 42s. 1954. 25cm. 488 pages.

In this volume the Elizabethan religious settlement is treated with careful and persistent 

scholarship. In Father Hughes’s hands a bold all-embracing survey takes shape, in 

which the religious condition of Elizabethan England is subject to minute analysis. 
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The problems with which he is occupied are important, complex, and rewarding: 
the nature of the new queen’s religious opinions, the ideas behind the settlement of 
1559, the attitude of the plain man to it, the position of the Catholics in the new 
England. As in the previous volumes the author concentrates largely on doctrinal 
and theological problems, but he is not unmindful of the reactions upon religion 
of social and economic questions, and he has an eye for the impact of individual 
leaders upon events.

While the central figure is Newman, whose life and mind are traced down to 1845, 

other figures—Keble, Pusey, Froude, Isaac Williams—are vividly portrayed against 

the background of early nineteenth century Oxford.

Translated from the Sanskrit with an Introduction 
embodying a study of Hindu Ethics, and with Notes and Explanations based on 
the Commentary of Sri Sankaricharya, the great Eighth-century Philosopher 
and Saint of India, by Swami Nikhilananda. Phoenix House, 18s. 1954. 22 cm. 
400 pages. Glossary. 

Translations of the Upanishads usually take one of two forms. Either they are couched 

in language of lofty abstraction, or they are rendered in an artificial ‘poetic’ language 

in which the ‘thought’ disappears. The present version, which is intended for the 
modern reader, succeeds in avoiding these extremes. Even so, a plain version of these 
extraordinary pieces would still need a good deal of elucidation. Swami Nikhilananda 
has therefore enlisted the help of one of the greatest of Hindu philosophers, Shankara, 
parts of whose commentary are interspersed with the text. His own introduction on 
Hindu ethical thought is admirable.

These are homes for up to fifteen mixed 
children ranging in age from five to fifteen years and are established to provide the 
understanding and security essential to a normal childhood and the growth of a stable 
personality.

The recommendations 
include legislation to keep out of prison those for whom it is neither suitable nor 
necessary, to establish a means of dealing with persistent offenders and to permit more 
extensive provision for after-care following release. The formation of a detention 
centre for the young offender, further resort to corrective training where applicable 
and the formation of a national prison centre with full centralised training and 
industrial facilities are objectives also outlined in the report.

Words written at the invitation of the Treasury as a contribution to their efforts in 
improving official English. In dealing, first, with official letters he suggests they should 
be simple, short and human. The application of these precepts to other kinds of 
writing is elaborated in his discussion of correctness and choice of words. He deals 
also with grammatical and idiomatic difficulties and with the prevalent confused 
thinking on the subject of legal English. This clear and unpretentious book, though 
primarily addressed to officials, is valuable to anybody aiming at clarity in wen

This Vocabulary, though originally designed as a companion volume to Dr. 
Lambton’s Persian Grammar (1953), is in fact an independent work. Its Persian-English 
and English-Persian sections are complementary, and represent a practical, concise 
record of modern Persian vocabulary such as can be found nowhere else at the present 
time. Dr. Lambton, however, with the caution and humility of true authority, 
stresses the need for pupils constantly to refer, for fuller understanding of a given 
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term, to such of the larger (and very expensive, though not always accurate or 
exhaustive) dictionaries as may be available. A fair proportion of idioms is indicated 
and the pronunciation is given throughout. Production and printing are of a very

Proceedings, with summary discussions, of a symposium held at the National Physical 
Laboratory, March 1953, to cover various aspects of automatic ‘digital’ computation; 
i.e. computation with Radix-Representations of numbers. The thirty-eight papers 
deal with descriptions of British and of medium-sized computers, existing or projected ; 
‘Programming’ (i.e. preparation of detailed machine directives); Functional Design; 
Utilisation and Application; Engineering Components; Maintenance and Servicing. 
On the whole, papers are not unduly specialised, and readers with a moderate 
technical background will get a fair impression of the state of affairs in these topics. 
The summarised discussions, in particular, clearly display main trends and differences 
of opinion, and indicate future lines of development. Except in matters of technical 
detail, the volume should not go out of date quickly. (510-81)

This book is suitable for the beginner. The first half is devoted to elementary 
mechanics, there is a short chapter on heat, and the remainder of the book is devoted 
to electrical technology. There appears to have been little alteration to the text since 
the second edition (1952), but a few pages have been added outlining the M.K.S. 
system of electrical units and a few examples are appended. (530) 


THE THEORY OF COHESION. An Outline of the Cohesive Properties 
of Electrons in Atoms, Molecules and Crystals. M. A. Jaswon. Pergamon Press, 
7s. 6d. 1954. 22$ cm. 254 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Index. (Metal Physics and 
Physical Metallurgy, Vol. 2). 


Starting from the comparatively elementary mathematical and physical arguments 
involved in an understanding of simple atomic and molecular systems, the theory 
of cohesion is extended gradually and in detail through a consideration of linear 
chains of atoms to a full treatment of the cohesion of aggregates of atoms, and 
particularly of metals and alloys. The emphasis is on the nature of the physical 
concepts introduced and the book is most valuable for the way in which these, and 
the physical significance of the various mathematical approximations that have to 
be made in the analysis, are fully discussed at each stage. Many quite recent 
contributions to the subject are dealt with. The book is recommended to theoretical 
physicists, metallurgists and chemists of post-graduate standing as an excellent and 
critical introduction to the subject. (539)

THE ELEMENTS OF CHROMATOGRAPHY. Trevor I. Williams. 
Blackie, 9s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 100 pages. 14 illustrations (7 in colour). Diagrams. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This work covers in some detail the three main systems of chromatography— 
adsorption, ion-exchange and partition. It deals more generally with other less used 
methods, e.g. with reversed-phase chromatography and with the introduction of 
electrophoretic techniques. There are informative chapters on chromatographic 
techniques for colourless substances and on chromatography in industry. The book 
is useful for the undergraduate specialising in chemistry and for the post-graduate 
research worker requiring a survey of the subject. It is very clearly written. The 
tables and diagrams are very well constructed and the colour illustrations excellent. 
Chromatography has advanced to a place of recognition in British universities in 
the past decade, and has also made much progress as a method of analysis in that 
time, and Dr. Williams does an important service in drawing attention to this. ($45°8)

THE GEOLOGY OF SOUTH AFRICA. Alex. L. du Toit. 3rd edition, 
revised and enlarged, edited by S. H. Haughton. Oliver & Boyd, 63s. 1954.

Dr. du Toit, a distinguished South African geologist, had first-hand field experience 
in Africa which was probably unique. Before his death in 1948 he had carried out 
much of the necessary work for this edition. South Africa presents special problems 
to the geologist, arising from its great area, massive formations, and difficulties of 
correlation owing to relative poverty in fossils. Despite intensive work during the war, 
therefore, light is constantly being thrown on these problems, and it is important 
that the revision should have been thoroughly completed by Dr. Haughton. The 
book follows a common pattern; chapters on stratigraphy and structure, arranged 
chronologically beginning with the basement systems, are followed by chapters 
on soils, prehistoric man, economic geology, and the geological history of the 
sub-continent. There are excellent illustrations and a geological map in colour on 
the scale of 1/5m. (556-8)

THE AUSTRALIAN ABORIGINES. How to understand them. A. P. Elkin.

Since the first edition of this book appeared in 1938 much research into the religious 
and artistic life of the aborigines has been carried out by Professor Elkin and members 
of the Department of Anthropology of the University of Sydney and is incorporated 
in the new edition. The first chapter, dealing with the origin and distribution of the 
aborigines, has been largely rewritten, a final chapter has been added summing up 
the part aborigines could play in modern life, while the rest of the book has been 
critically revised. This work is intended for: ‘those of the general public who would 
like to know more of this interesting but unfortunate people; administrative officials 
and missionaries who have to work amongst the aborigines or to deal with matters 
concerning them; and University students and scientists’. (72-994) 
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THE RACIAL AFFINITIES OF THE BAGANDA AND OTHER 
BANTU TRIBES OF BRITISH EAST AFRICA. Lawrence Oschinsky.

This very detailed work is for the specialist, and is among the very few essays on the 

physical anthropology of the African. From this aspect, Uganda is a particularly 

interesting area of study, and the author, formerly Lecturer in Anatomy at Makerere 

College, Kampala, Uganda, had excellent material for comparative measurements, 

since men of many tribes find their way into Kampala, and into the Buganda gaol, 

whose contents were placed at his disposal. Over 1,200 men from some twenty-five 
tribes were measured anthropometrically; the results, with comparative results of 
other investigations, are printed at length in tables. There is also a chapter on 

Sicklaemia and blood groups. (573-6096)

THE BOOK OF BEASTS. Being a translation from a Latin Bestiary of the 
twelfth century made and edited by T. H. White. Cape, 32s.6d. 1954. 23 cm.

This is a translation of a twelfth century Latin prose bestiary preserved at Cambridge 

University Library, with a longish appendix telling the history of bestiaries and 

emphasising their factual nature compared with the catalogues of fabulous monsters 

that arose in Elizabethan times. It seems remarkable that this work of so important 

a stage in the history of natural history has not previously been translated into English. 

The first section treats of beasts, the second of birds and the third of reptiles and fishes, 

though a number of miscellaneous animals together with some thoughts on human 

beings creep into the last section. The translation is lively and the standard of 

production and choice of illustrations distinguished. (590)

to all lovers of nature and the animal kingdom, and cause for reflection to others.

microscopist, has yielded to intensive research a mass of information about inheritance, 

some of which, especially that concerned with plasmagenes and mating types, 
challenges current genetical theory. Single-celled organisms were once regarded as 
simple, but the army of facts which the author so ably deploys and interprets will 
quickly dispose of any such idea. (593°1) 
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AN INTRODUCTION TO MOLLUSCAN ECOLOGY. Distribution 
and Population Studies of Freshwater Molluscs. Alan Mozley. H. K. Lewis, 
Qs.

This book is one ‘of a series wiitten around the study of how to control bilharzia. 

Since this parasite has man and freshwater snails as alternate hosts, the general biology 

of the latter must be understood before any attempt can be made to control the disease. 

Though this part of the author’s work has been done in Africa, he has travelled 

widely elsewhere and has much that is new and illuminating to say about the 

environments in which freshwater snails fail, hang on and flourish. His ‘ecology’ is 

mainly a study of limiting factors to distribution, and with animals specialised to a 

narrow range of conditions this is a promising first attack on the control of their 

numbers. (594) 


THE PHYSIOLOGY OF INSECT METAMORPHOSIS. 
V. 8. Wigglesworth. Cambridge University Press, 128.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 160 pages.

The painstaking and ingenious experimentation of Professor Wigglesworth has been 

a model of this type of research for many years. In this book he summarises much 

of his work on the developmental physiology of the bug Rhodnius and sets it against 

the background of comparative physiological studies of other insects. Probably most 
important is his analysis of the humoral control and timing of the polymorphic 

(to use his term) growth of insects, especially the method by which tissue growth can 

be determined in one direction in a larval environment, and in a totally different 

one in an imaginal environment. A book for the general biologist as well as for the

THE BIRDS OF MALTA. E. L. Roberts. Progress Press (Valetta, Malta), 
12s.6d.

There is so little about the bird life of Malta that this book is of real value. It lists 
319 species of which 125 are regular inhabitants or visitors. It is planned only as a 
guide to help those interested in local bird life, and for this purpose is kept small 
and low priced, though at the expense of illustrations which are inadequate (there 
are none in colour). There is a useful index of the Maltese vernacular bird names.

(1940-45), has brought together fourteen lectures and addresses an widely different 
subjects, such as “Viruses and Heterogenesis’, “Medical Research as an aim in life’, 
‘Transmission of effects from nerve endings’ and the like. All were originally written 
for the general scientist or the intelligent layman. They vary in quality and interest, 
but all show the concise clarity of thought characteristic of the research worker. 
All are readable, and some of lasting interest. (610-4) 
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‘THE ANATOMY OF THE BRONCHIAL TREE with special reference 
to the Surgery of Lung Abscess. R. C. Brock. 2nd edition. Oxford University 
Press, 458. 19$4. 244 cm. 251 pages. 158 illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams.

Sir Russell Brock, distinguished Thoracic Surgeon to Guy’s Hospital, has revised the 
text of his classic monograph, which records present knowledge of bronchial anatomy 
including his own pioneer work. He now adopts the standard international nomencla- 
ture, to which he devotes a chapter, adds new illustrations and an appendix giving 
techniques for the preparation of bronchial casts and for gelatin injection of the 
segments. After introductory chapters, the author considers bronchial embolism and 
posture in relation to lung abscess, then discusses the level of the interlobar fissures. 

He continues with descriptions of the individual lobes; these he correlates in a chapter 

in which he also depicts some variants and anomalies. Finally he considers compound 

and multiple abscesses. (611) 


REPRODUCTION AND SEX. G. L. M. Swyer. Routledge & Kegan Paul,

Biology) 

As Consultant Endocrinologist to the Obstetric Department and Director of the 

Fertility Clinic at University College Hospital, London, Dr. Swyer is admirably 

qualified to explain to the intelligent layman the anatomy and physiology of 

reproduction and the complex problems of sexual psychology. This is a careful study 
of reproduction, of the abnormalities of sexual development, conception, pregnancy 
and its special problems, normal and abnormal labour, and breast feeding. It also 
deals with fertility, causes and treatment of infertility and methods of contraception. 

On the psychological side, Dr. Swyer makes some use of the material in the Kinsey 

reports and expresses balanced views on homosexuality, sexual abnormalities and

A thorough exposition of present knowledge of the haemolytic anaemias, by the 

Reader in Haematology, Postgraduate Medical School, London. Dr. Dacie writes 

mainly from the pathologist’s viewpoint, but has also in mind the needs of the 

physician, for whom he includes case notes of thirty-five patients. The subject is 
introduced by a discussion of the haematology of increased haemolysis and an 
assessment of methods of investigation of the haemolytic anaemias. Five chapters 
follow on the congenital haemolytic anaemias and these are succeeded by six on 
acquired haemolytic anaemias, auto-antibody type. The secondary haemolytic 
anaemias are next examined, then paroxysmal nocturnal haemoglobinuria and 
haemolytic disease of the newborn. Finally Dr. Dacie describes techniques which he 
himself or his colleagues have used in their investigations. Excellently documented, 
his book is essential to workers in this field. (616-15)

During the last twenty years Davidson’s Practical Manual has become established as 

the standard British work on clinical and pathological aspects of diseases of the chest, 

as a reference book for practitioners, and as a textbook primarily for postgraduate 
students but also including the basic principles required by undergraduates. In the 
fourth edition, by rigorous pruning and revision the Consulting Physician to the 

Brompton Hospital, London, has achieved an up-to-date but not expanded text, 

to which he has added effective new illustrations and recent references. Since the 

advances of the last six years have been for the most part in thoracic surgery and 
chemotherapy, most of the new material in this volume is concerned with treatment, 
especially of the pneumonias, bronchiectasis, tuberculosis and other infective

For Per Collinder is himself a seaman of long experience, and he is able to enliven 
the greater part of his story by practical instances of his own use of the earlier and 
simpler nautical devices. The later part, largely devoted to radar and its developments, 
has its own attraction, but it is in his survey of the pioneer navigators, and in particular 
those of Norway and Polynesia, that Per Collinder is especially interesting.

This popular handbook fully maintains the high reputation of its predecessors as the 

standard work of reference on all matters appertaining to aeronautics. The book will 

be of value to those professionally engaged in aviation, and of great interest to 
amateurs seeking information of a technical nature on flight, aircraft and aero-engines. 

It contains a lucid description of the fundamental principles of aerodynamics and 

covers trans-sonic and sonic flight without resorting to mathematical formulae. 

Some excellent photographs, drawings and diagrams are provided, and the technically 

correct cut-away drawings should prove of particular interest to the intelligent layman. 

The subject matter, carefully selected, fully justifies the handbook’s claim to provide 

a comprehensive picture of modern aviation in all its aspects. This edition is brought 

up to date by the inclusion, inter alia, of modern type ram-jets, pulse-jets and rocket 

motors.

This new work, to which Professor A. L. Goodhart, Master of University College,

to road traffic. Part I discusses the obligations of vehicle drivers generally, Part Il 

deals with manslaughter indictments and the more important road traffic offences 
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such as reckless or dangerous driving, Part III is a detailed survey of the civil law 
relating to road traffic and Part IV concerns compulsory third party and motor 
insurances generally. Dr. Davies is a barrister-at-law and a member of the Faculty 
of Law in the University of Leeds. (629-2)

Mr. Firbank’s new home on the north-east fringe of Dartmoor began as a gardener’s 
hut, which was gradually added to until it assumed the oddest shape. With it went 
five acres, including woodland, meadow, orchard and two streams. Mr. Firbank’s 
accounts of his attempts to improve the amenities, tame the land and make a little 
money out of it are unfailingly interesting and entertaining. He knows how to 
extract the humour from a situation, has an excellent eye for character and an apprecia- 
tion of nature which he has no difficulty in transferring to the reader. Many a happy 
turn of phrase leaves pleasure or a chuckle in its wake, and there is a richly mirthful 
description of a struggle with the carcase of a pig. (630-942)

A timely book on the agricultural potentialities of India, and the means that can be 

employed to develop them to the full. The author, in addition to high academic 

eng ae and long experience in the Indian Agricultural Service, is also a practical 
armer, since retirement running his own farm in Uttar Pradesh. The world food 
situation is critical, and the necessity for India not only to maintain itself, but greatly 
to improve its nutritional standards, is paramount. Soil erosion and conservation, 
the problems of surplus cattle, mechanisation, dry farming, and rural reorganisation 
are discussed in a straightforward and practical manner. (630-954)

Mr. Boston, who is well known as a successful breeder of Jerseys in Britain, has 
collected an interesting set of articles on various aspects of maintaining the breed 
in its island home, in Great Britain and in many overseas countries including the 
Americas, the Commonwealth and Northern Europe. He himself contributes several 
chapters, including a fascinating history of the breed, and the remainder have been 
written by equally well recognised authorities. An outstanding feature of the book 
is the very fine collection of photographs. (636-22)

Eggs for Money is a concise guide to modern commercial egg production, written

standard, the author compares the different intensive systems in common use today, 

and indicates which is likely to be the most profitable under any given set of conditions. 
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He is then concerned mainly with efficiency in feeding and general management, 
and, as he writes from a background of personal experience, has a great deal of sound 
advice for the practical man who depends on egg production for a living. (636-5)

The division of the book into the following parts shows how large 

a view the author takes of his subject: origin and history, breeding, kennel manage- 

ment, sale of stock, exhibiting, breeds and varieties, health, Who’s Who’s, technical 

terms, kennel clubs. The style is easy and ranges from technicality to history or 

anecdote with unembarrassed transitions.

This new edition of a very well known book, containing 2,000 recipes, beautifully 

illustrated with coloured plates, drawings and photographs, is a complete handbook 

for households with a high standard of good, well-presented home cooking. The 

Cordon Bleu will not find new or exotic dishes, but the young housewife, setting out 

on the adventure of cookery, could not have a better guide. Particularly helpful are 

chapters on Shopping and Storing, on Pressure Cooking and—no doubt a necessary 

corrective—on Diet and Slimming. (641-5)

carefully balanced; and the recipes could be followed by a beginner. The excellent 
illustrations make even the simplest dish look appetising and must encourage the 
attractive presentation of food—an aspect of cooking sometimes neglected. (641-5)

and serving, with a few recipes for hot and cold drinks. The use of wine in cooking 
is far from being an extravagance; the enhanced flavour of food to which it is 
added is well worth the really negligible cost per dish.

It is essentially a discursive book, written with enthusiasm and intelligence, and it is 
full of interesting sidelights—such as the history of a certain dish, the ways of Italian 
cooks, or the distinctive character and production of purely local materials. Indeed, 
Miss David stresses throughout the regional aspects of Italian cooking. Her recipes are 
for the experienced hand; there are scores of them, from many parts of Italy, covering 
the subject thoroughly. Of particular interest are the fish dishes and fish soups. (641-59)

THE CARE OF CHILDREN FROM ONE TO FIVE. J. Gibbens.

In this deservedly popular book, Dr. Gibbens offers mothers and nurses most valuable 
advice from his long experience in the children’s departments of London hospitals. 
With a sympathetic understanding of adult psychological reactions, he describes 
conditions essential for healthy physical and mental growth, how the child can be 
trained for society and encouraged to be independent, and how enjoyment in play, 
in books and music, holidays and occasional treats can enliven his wits and stimulate 
his mind. There are also chapters on care in the common diseases of childhood. 
Dr. Gibbens has now revised the text, added sections on asthma and religious up- 
bringing and expanded those on the teeth and tonsils.

Early chapters discuss the evolution of lettering forms 
and alphabets and the development of printing techniques with special consideration 
of the latter’s influence on the reproduction of artists’ original work. The story of the 
last hundred years covers such topics as Victorian commercial printing, the influence 
of William Morris and the Arts and Crafts Movement, poster design, and the work 
of contemporary designers and illustrators. The authors, who are on the staff of the 
Royal College of Art, London, have achieved a notable work of collaboration backed 
up by an impressive corpus of illustrations. (655)

PUBLISHING AND BOOKSELLING. A History from the Earliest 
Times to the Present Day. Frank A. Mumby. 3rd edition. Cape, 28s. 1954.

First published in 1930, this book is indispensable for everyone who wishes to 
understand the publishing and bookselling trades in Britain. It opens with a general 
European picture from Roman times and proceeds to describe the effect of the 
introduction of printing. The book then confines itself to Britain and mostly to 
London, dealing with the trade questions which engage the students of literature 
from the Elizabethans onwards. It is from the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
when the history records the scene essentially as it has developed into the contemporary 
picture, that the revisions, which are heavy, show themselves. The story is condensed 
to allow for a fuller picture of the war period and an entirely new and invaluable 
chapter on the eight years since. The bibliography has been thoroughly revised.

The emphasis is placed on accounting for manufacturing organisations, being the most 
effective means of demonstrating costing principles. Special features include the rela- 
tions between cost accounting and financial accounting; reconciliation of cost ledger 
and financial ledger; procedures for job costing, process costing, by-products and 
joint products; chart of accounts for cost and financial ledgers; discussion of control 
of material, labour, expense; and a detailed treatment of standard cost accounting 
with descriptions of actual standard cost systems in operation in different industries. 
There are numerous forms and diagrams to illustrate procedures. (657-4)

tin-nickel and speculum. Later chapters deal with the special uses for electroplating 
in the printing and hardware industries, anodising, and methods for the prevention 
of corrosion of metallic surfaces. The book is written from an essentially practical 
standpoint and gives very little consideration to scientific theory underlying the 
operations.

A handsome pictorial anthology of Indian art with an authoritative text by a former 

Professor of the History of Indian Art, Calcutta University. Dr. Kramrisch stresses 

the absence in India of the dichotomy between religious and secular art which the 

West has accepted since the Renaissance. Indian art is neither religious nor secular, 

but embodies a religious mystique with a frankly sensuous approach to life which 

is at first disconcerting to the untrained European eye. She discusses the three 
principal visual arts—architecture, sculpture and painting. The first two are profusely 
illustrated in the plates, in which details of buildings and sculpture are superior to 
any previous publication; painting is confined to the six colour plates and an appendix 
of text illustrations. This rich collection of material provides a solid corpus of examples 
and an essential text for the rewarding study of Indian art. (709°54)

This book will appeal to all who share the author's delight in gardens and gardening. 
After describing in some detail how his own has developed year by year, the trees 
and plants which have thrived there and the birds and wild creatures which inhabit 
or visit it, he gives a necessarily brief account of over eighty private gardens in Surrey 
which are occasionally or regularly open to the public, the result being not a mere 
catalogue of places visited but a skilful appreciation of their main features so that the 
imaginative reader can savour the individual qualities and beauties of each. (712-62)

LOOKING FOR ELIZABETHAN ENGLAND. Raymond Francis.

Uniform with the same author’s Looking for Georgian England, this competent and 
readable compilation does not profess to be a comprehensive survey, but aims at 
stimulating the common reader's interest in Elizabethan architecture, ‘to start him 
looking for himself’. Mansions and manors, grammar schools and inns in the southern 
half of England are dealt with, special attention being devoted to Devon, the 
Shakespeare country, Buckinghamshire, Kent, East Anglia, and the Cotswolds. An 
appendix contains a select list of Elizabethan houses open to the public. The outstanding 
feature of the book is the large collection of good photographs, the provenance of 
which, however, is not mentioned. (720-942) 


THE LESSON OF JAPANESE ARCHITECTURE. Jiro Harada.

A revised edition of this book, which created much interest when it first appeared in 

1936, is timely. Standardisation, simplicity, and the blending of house and surround-

use of the mat as a basic unit of measurement in planning should appeal to the present 
modulor-minded generation. The author offers a short historical survey with 
illustrations of early buildings, discusses structural methods, analyses the modern 

Japanese house, and provides a large number of photographs of exteriors and 

interiors. There is a glossary of Japanese architectural terms. The book is a handsome

This arresting, deeply-felt study opens with a survey of the origin of stained glass 
in the medieval glazier’s craft and traces the development of the art from the early 
masterpieces of Augsburg, Chartres and Canterbury to the modern revival. The 
latter occupies almost half of the book. A lavish display of contemporary stained 
glass designs, interpreted by anenlightened text relating current styles to developments in 
the other visual arts, impressively demonstrates the possibilities of stained glass 
in our own day. Nearly all the examples are completely unfamiliar and a stimulating 
experience for those who consider stained glass as essentially an antiquarian study. 
This book may be warmly commended for its original approach and exciting 
illustrations. The author, now resident in New York, is a practising stained glass 
designer who has made many journeys to Europe to study his subject. (748-5)

Written by the Curator of the George Watts Gallery, Guildford, who is a practising 
artist, this technical treatise is in two parts, the first an account of the craft of 
water-colour and oil-painting, the second an historical study of the painting methods 
used by the old masters. The latter is most valuable, gives the book an unusual view- 
point, and will be of interest to the student of painting and to the art historian 
generally. Greater knowledge of the media, pigments, grounds, etc. used by the 
Venetian masters, or the English landscape school, for example, helps enormously 
our appreciation of local and national painting styles.

sculptural reliefs dating from A.D. 114-315 on the Arch of Constantine in Rome. 
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Both books are uniform in format with previous titles in this series, Caravaggio and 
Seeing and Knowing. Lively ideas, expressed with considerable pungency, characterise 
these stimulating little essays. (750) (730-937) 


PREPARATION FOR PAINTING. The Purpose and Materials of the 
Artist. Lynton Lamb. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1954. 22cm. 182 pages.

Unlike most practical manuals this book has almost as much appeal to the intelligent 

but non-practising amateur of painting as to the professional student. It is written 

with the utmost lucidity and is especially valuable in suggesting the right approach 
and disposition when tackling technical problems. The chapter headings include 

Training, Subject, Colour, Drawing, Painting from Drawings, Direct Painting, 

Equipment, and Materials. There are useful notes on perspective and how to hang 

pictures (both at home and for an exhibition) and a glossary of technical words. 

Mr. Lynton Lamb, well known as a painter and book illustrator, is to be congratulated 

on this book which, for good sense and factual information, is among the most 

outstanding contributions to the subject in recent years. (750) 


INTRODUCTION TO STILL-LIFE. Allan Gwynne-Jones. Staples Press, 
358. 1954. 23cm. 92 pages. 68 plates. Notes on the plates. 
This stimulating study on a specialised branch of painting is divided into three more 
or less equal sections: an introduction on the historical elements and evolution which 
resulted in the acceptance of the ‘still-life’ (the term was first used by the Dutch in 
the late seventeenth century) as a complete and independent work of art, detailed 
notes on the plates, and the plates themselves. Treatment is throughout historical, 
but not the least interesting aspect of this book is the light which it throws on 
the wider problems of painting such as the artist’s approach to his objects, and the 
representation of objects in space, as well as on the principles which govern still-life 
painting. A renewed study of the latter is seen as a possible way out of the confusion 
and uncertainty which surrounds modern painting. (758)

This new series, planned in ten volumes, is designed to enable the general reader to 

acquire a knowledge of and technique for the study of European painting. It will also 

be useful in schools and colleges. The text is concisely written, partly in note form, 
and simplifies some of the complexities of technical analysis, variation in subject 
matter and sequence of historical schools which make the systematic study of art 
history a long and arduous discipline. Small-scale reproductions in the text and full- 
page colour plates have been chosen to illustrate specific points. A second volume on 

Italian painting will carry the story forward to Michelangelo and the painting of 

the sixteenth and later centuries. (759°5) 


Photography 

PHOTOGRAPHY FOR ARCHAEOLOGISTS. M. B. Cookson. Parrish, 
15s. 1954. 20} cm. 124 pages. 25 photographs. 

Mr. Cookson, Instructor in Photography at the Institute of Archaeology, University 

of London, explains the skilled techniques required for photography in archaeology, 

and how it has developed into a full-time task for one person. The photographer’s 

main duties are recording in the field, the copying of plans and drawings, and the 
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provision of photographs for the finds register. There are chapters on the large 
field camera, its lenses, filters and tripods, the hand-and-stand camera and the 
miniature camera, and some notes on colour and 16mm. camera work. There is a 
foreword by Professor Sir Mortimer Wheeler. (778-9) 


Music 
COMPOSITION WITH TWELVE NOTES RELATED ONLY 
TO ONE ANOTHER. Joseph Rufer. Translated from the German by 
Humphrey Searle. Rockliff, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. 232 pages. 24 pages of musical 
examples. 3 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
This clear though somewhat repetitive treatise bears the authority of one who, an 
early disciple of Schoenberg, was in continual correspondence with him up to his 
death. The translation, by an outstanding English atonal composer, is most readable. 
One may doubt whether the ‘antecedents’, in terms of a ‘basic shape’, discovered 
in Beethoven’s Op. 10, No. 1, can bear the interpretation here put upon them. In 
general, it seems highly unlikely that this subtle and cerebral system of writing music 
will help to bridge the ever-widening gap between composer and public. With this 
reservation, one may recommend Mr. Rufer’s book to all students of the modern 
idiom. (781-2) 


RECORDERS, PERCUSSION, SAXOPHONES: How to Choose 
an Instrument. Robert Noble, James Blades and Michael Krein. Fountain Press, 
2s.6d. 1954. 184.cm. 48 pages. 14 photographs. 5 diagrams. Musical example. 
Paper covers. (Fountain Music Series) 

Sound advice on choosing an instrument is given by three specialists in this publication, 

designed for the amateur musician who wishes to take part in solo or ensemble 

playing. It is suggested that he who enjoys intimate conversation might take to the 
recorder, the more dominating personality to percussion, and the more emotional 
to the saxophone. Simple descriptions of the instruments, with illustrations, and 
valuable hints on learning how to play them, and on music making in general, 
should encourage the amateur not only to know his instrument but to attain a high 
standard of performance. (788) 


BELLS IN ENGLAND. Tom Ingram. Muller, 18s. 1954. 224 cm. 216 pages. 
19 drawings by Barbara Jones. Bibliography. Index. 
Bells and bell ringing in England are here discussed from several points of view 
against the background of national life and social history. Much space is given to 
church bells, how and when they are rung, the archaeology of bell towers and spires, 
bell foundries and noted bell ringers. The highly technical side of change ringing 
is not fully treated, but an exhaustive bibliography covers this. There is also an account, 
bewilderingly varied, of bells on cycles, fire engines, clocks, and inn signs, with 
appendices on Henry Irving and the haunted bells of Bealings. Miss Jones’s illustrations 
enhance the text of this very readable book, which should help to stimulate a new 
generation of campanologists. (789-5) 


The Theatre 
JAPANESE THEATRE. Faubion Bowers. Foreword by Joshua Logan. 


Peter Owen, 30s. 1954. 24 cm. 320 pages. 20 photographs (3 in colour). Illustrations 
in text. Endpapers in colour. Index. 


The author, fluent in the language and long resident in the country, has given the 
first full account in English of over 1,000 years of Japanese theatrical art. After 
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describing the ancient Noh drama and puppet shows, he devotes the greater part 
of his book to the gorgeous Kabuki spectacles, representing one of the great living 
arts of today. Details of costume and make-up are given, and translations of three 
Kabuki plays are appended. Finally the modern theatre, with its strong left-win 

tendency, is touched on. Of great interest in itself, Faubion Bowers’s scholarly book 
is indispensable to students of theatrical art and Japanese culture. (792-0952) 


Ballet 
THE ROMANTIC BALLET IN ENGLAND. Its Development, Fulfilment 
and Decline. Ivor Guest. Phoenix House, 25s. 1954. 24 cm. 176 pages. 43 illustrations 
(x in colour). Index. 
London theatres in the 1830s and "40s saw the full flowering of the romantic ballet, 
but though the more celebrated dancers—Taglioni, Elssler, Grisi—and ballets— 
Giselle, La Sylphide—are tolerably well known from reprints of contemporary litho- 
graphs and the criticism of Théophile Gautier, besides numerous studies by dance 
historians, there has been no study of the period as a whole. The scene in England is 
now pleasantly described in this lightly-written, well-documented narrative, which, 
though not disdaining the gossip of the period, is based on much serious research. 
The development of technique is given welcome prominence and the choice of 
illustration is unusual and extremely good. Five appendices list, place and date dancers 
and ballets at the chief theatres of the day. (792-8) 


Dancing 
PRINCIPLES OF DANCE AND MOVEMENT NOTATION. 
Rudolf Laban. Macdonald & Evans, 10s. 1954. 25 cm. $4 pages. Textual diagrams. 
11 flyout diagrams. 
The result of some forty years’ work with numerous collaborators in Europe and 
America, the system here described presents for the first time a practical solution of 
the problem of recording compactly and unambiguously the movements of the body. 
Most valuable for the recording of all styles of hitherto ephemeral dance composition, 
it has its uses also for purposes of record and analysis in industry and movement 
therapy. The notation is read vertically or, tied by bar-lines to its corresponding 
musical score, horizontally. It sets out black and white symbols for kind, quality, 
direction, level and duration of movement in parallel columns allotted respectively 
to limbs, trunk and head. After the general preface and introduction, Chapter 1 
forms a brief introductory ‘grammar’ of the subject and Chapter 2 annotates the 
flyouts, which present graded ‘reading exercises’ and illustrations of the system’s 
flexibility and range in dance notation. (793-3)

THE GAME OF CHESS. H. Golombek. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1954. 184 cm. 
256 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Penguin Handbooks) 

Another introduction to the game in all its phases by one of Britain’s greatest chess 

masters of the present day. The concluding chapters describe the style of some of the 

finest international masters, and deal briefly with tournament chess. (794°1) 


CHESS. Fred Reinfeld. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 304 pages. 
Diagrams. Indexes. (How to Play) 

A modern and comprehensive introduction to the game by one who is not only a 

great player but has also had long experience of the practical teaching of chess. He 
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demonstrates that it is an easy game to learn, but that its possibilities are never 
exhausted. The whole game is surveyed, clements, tactics and laws as well as the 
openings, the middle game and end game play. (794-1) 


BOB STUART’S ALL BLACKS. T. P. McLean. A. H. & A. W. Reed 
(Wellington, New Zealand), 15s. 1954. 20} cm. 216 pages. 25 photographs. 
Sports editor of New Zealand’s largest daily, the New Zealand Herald, the author was 
chosen by the New Zealand Press Association to accompany the New Zealand rugby 
football team on its tour of Great Britain and France, 1953-54. He knows the game 
and writes clearly and convincingly about the matches, as well as giving impres- 
sions and criticisms of the tour as a whole and of the kind of football played. The 
book is well illustrated, and statistical appendices are included. (796-33) 


THE MOUNTAIN WORLD, 1954. Edited by Marcel Kurz. Allen & Unwin, 
258. 1954. 244.cm. 224 pages. 64 photographs. 12 maps. 
The important Alpine annual Berge der Welt, published by the Swiss Foundation for 
Alpine Research of Zurich, now appears for the second time in English, and contains 
accounts of practically every ascent during 1953 of the highest mountains in all parts 
of the world. As usual, the Himalaya is the main range concerned. Wilfred Noyce 
enlarges on the now well-known story of Everest, and we also hear the exciting 
details of how the Austrian Hermann Buhl completed alone the first ascent of 
Nanga Parbat. An American relates an attempt on K2, recently climbed by the 
Italians, while new mountains and glaciers in Africa and the Arctic are also mentioned. 
Exceptionally good photographs complete a fine mountaineering book. —_ (796-52) 


JUMP FOR JOY. Pat Smythe. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1954. 21cm. 221 pages. 
64 photographs. 
Pat Smythe is today recognised as one of the greatest British horsewomen of all time. 
Her rise to fame has been swift since, at the age of ten, she won her first important 
contest in the 1939 Richmond Horse Show. In recent years she has had a wonderful 
sequence of successes in show jumping in Britain, Europe and the United States. 
Her story of her life with ponies and horses is very pleasantly told with some humour 
and much modesty. (798-2)

TEN NOVELS AND THEIR AUTHORS. W. Somerset Maugham. 
Heinemann, 21s. 1954. 224.cm. 312 pages. 
Mr. Maugham’s selected authors are Fielding, Jane Austen, Emily Bronté, Dickens, 
Balzac, Stendhal, Flaubert, Tolstoy, Dostoievski and Melville, an arbitrary choice 
as he freely admits. He writes discursively of each, without striving to establish a 
critical pattern, but in the biographical sections he lets fall much wordly wisdom, and 
his discussion of the novels contains many professional comments which few critics 
could make with such authority. Human interest and a strong narrative gift are the 
most evident characteristics which have governed his choice and it is natural to expect 
a novelist of Mr. Maugham’s type to value these qualities most highly. Since each 
author is represented by only one novel no very thorough critical estimate can be 
attempted. He has aimed at explaining the particular pleasures he has derived from 
the style and narrative of each, and this, in an easy and assured conversational tone, 
he succeeds admirably in communicating. (809-3)

A HISTORY OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. The Middle Ages and the 
Renascence (650-1660) by Emile Legouis, translated from the French by Helen 
Douglas Irvine. Modern Times (1660-1950) by Louis Cazamian, translated from 
the French by W. D. MaclInnes and the author. Revised edition. Dent, 18s. 
1954. 20cm. 1,452 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

An up-to-date edition in one volume of a well-known book, reissued many times 

since its first appearance in two volumes in 1927. Designed primarily for French 

university students, it was nevertheless soon demanded in English translation; the 
specially ordered method required for French students was apparently needed by 
the British reader to systematise his own knowledge. The authors’ salutary planning is 
illustrated, for example, in the treatment of Anglo-Saxon literature and the bold essay 
into modern literature. That a desire for order, moreover, does not deaden aesthetic 
appreciation appears in such estimates as those on Crashaw and Bunyan. The transla- 
tion has not impaired the clear literary style, which is not the least attractive quality 
of this important history. (820-9) 


English Poetry 
CANADIAN POETRY IN ENGLISH. Chosen by Bliss Carman, Lorne 
Pierce and V. B. Rhodenizer. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $6-00. 1954. 
21$cm. 492 pages. Index. 
This is a third revision of a standard anthology of Canadian poetry first published 
in 1922. Its first poet-editor, Bliss Carman, planned it to be historical and representa- 
tive, presenting no thesis nor favouring any school. The present editor, V. B. 
Rhodenizer, has followed this principle, so that we have here critically selected works 
from 198 poets from the beginning of Canadian poctry until now. The editor 
contributes a provocative essay on Canadian poetry in which he hurls thunderbolts 
at the poets of the obscurantist school and the critics who supported them. A most 
satisfactory general conservative anthology. (821-08C) 


THE OLD LADIES AT NEWINGTON. A Poem for Several Voices. 
Peter Bladen. Meanjin (Melbourne, Australia), 10s.6d. 1954. 23 cm. 77 pages. 
The first prize in the long poem section of the Commonwealth Jubilee literary 
competition in 1951 was won by this poem. It tells of the visit of a religious entertain- 
ments group to an old ladies’ home, and the thoughts of one of the group as he listens 
to the old ladies, re-living the highlights of their past in refuge from an unloved old 
age. It is a very moving poem, showing deep religious feeling; but it is often uneven, 
the style becoming ponderous and prose-like, and the picture being interrupted by 
personal views which have little to do with the scene. However, these drawbacks 
are more than balanced by many fine moments, often brilliant imagery and the 
compassionate force of the whole. (821-9A) 


ADAM UNPARADISED. Ronald Bottrall. Verschoyle, 10s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 
64 pages. 

Mr. Bottrall is on the side of the cultured angels. His poems reverberate with the 

correct echoes—of Pound, Japanese Noh plays, Yeats, Eliot. This concentration on 

literary good behaviour makes much of his work unrelaxed in diction and frigid in 

emotion—but when he lets himself go, when he expresses what he feels and thinks 

rather than what he ought to feel and think, his style becomes easy, his observation 
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witty, his prosody nimble. The book is justified by the pages where Mr. Bottrall 

throws off his cultural inhibitions, where the poems glow with individual warmth.

COLLECTED POEMS. Frances Cornford. Cresset Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 
22 cm. 118 pages. Index of first lines. 


Although this book contains the work of a lifetime, it is a slim volume, for Mrs. 
Cornford is a miniaturist. With an unfaltering incisive line she engraves upon her 
tiny ivories a record of the world around her, a cultured domestic world furnished 
with affectionate relations and friends, wines, good food, books, travel, and pleasant 
country walks. But Mrs. Cornford’s pictures are not always simply charming: she 
has a satirical eye and can castigate folly in a couple of scornful lines. A book that will 
yield lasting delight. (821-9) 


NEW POEMS 1954. A P.E.N. Anthology edited by Rex Warner, 
Christopher Hassall and Laurie Lee. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 180 pages. 
Notes on the contributors. 

As the market for poetry shrinks, the number of poets swells. The editors of this new 

volume of an annual anthology sponsored by the English P.E.N. Club received 

10,000 poems from 1,600 poets: of these they printed 100 poets—most of them new 

and young—limiting them to one poem apiece. If the result is unsatisfactory to the 

poets (it is almost impossible to judge a poet’s merit by a single specimen) it does 
give a broad survey of the state of poetry in England at present. It seems that while 
modern poets have nothing remarkable to say they are saying it with more regard 
for formal prosody than formerly and show interest in a wide range of poetic theory 
and practice. As a collection of miscellaneous poems this anthology can be recom- 
mended: there i. something for every taste and every poem is technically accomplished.

English Drama 

THE FIRST NIGHT OF TWELFTH NIGHT. Leslie Hotson. Hart-Davis, 
21s. 1954. 22$.cm. 256 pages. 8 plates. Index of interpretations. 

Dr. Hotson suggests that the play performed at court on January 6, 1600-01 was 

Twelfth Night, written at royal command to entertain Virginio Orsino, Duke of 

Bracciano. His material includes instructions for the evening’s performance, upon 

what appears to have been an arena stage, letters from the Duke describing his 

experiences at court, and despatches from the Muscovite Ambassador who dined 
with the Queen on that day. Orsino did not, unfortunately, name the play he saw, 
but Dr. Hotson finds in Twelfth Night much topical reference to support his belief. 

The thesis is debatable, but the documents are exciting and Dr. Hotson brilliantly 

evokes from them the story and atmosphere of a great Elizabethan occasion. This is 

a book which will delight general readers as well as scholars whose habitual assump- 

tions it so gaily challenges. (822-3) 


TWENTY-FOUR ONE-ACT PLAYS. Selected by John Hampden. 
Revised edition, with a new introduction. Dent, 6s. 1954. 184m. 412 pages. 
(Everyman’s Library) 

The first edition of this anthology was published in 1938 and has attained the standard 

of a classic. The addition of four more plays, The Dreaming of the Bones, by W. B. 

Yeats, Sweeney Agonistes, by T. S. Eliot, A Pound on Demand, by Sean O’Casey, 

and The Bespoke Overcoat, by Wolf Mankowitz, further strengthens the editor’s 

original claim that the plays, ‘chosen for their quality and variety . . . represent as 

fully as possible the work of this century’. (822-9) 
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THE GOLDEN CUCKOO and Other Plays. Denis Johnston. Cape, 
12s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 252 pages. 

In his introduction Denis Johnston analyses his own work and states the’ genesis and 
purpose of each play, including some hints on their production. His three-act social 
indictment, The Golden Cuckoo, concerns an old man oppressed by a-sense of injustice 
who raises a one-man rebellion and is deemed lunatic. The Dreaming Dy; a lon 

one-act play, almost Pirandellian in style, is a version of the story of Jonathan Swift. 
and Stella which he claims may be as correct as any earlier biogt® ry, A_Fourth for 
Bridge, a one-act war play with a setting inside an aeroplane in flightfis also Bagjoally 
a true story’ and conveys the ‘spiritual confusion, and the amusing chatim-betweén 
theory and practice that confronted most of the fighting men’. (822-9) 


THE SECOND BOOK OF ONE-ACT PLAYS. Heinemann, §s. 1954. 
19} cm. 85 pages. Boards. (Drama Library) 


This volume comprises four fantasies: Bernard Shaw in Heaven, by H. F. Rubinstein, 
with an introduction by St. John Ervine in which he again pays homage to Shaw; 
Port and a Pistol, by Hubert Nicholson, a one-act playlet founded on Thomas Love 
Peacock’s novel, Nightmare Abbey (1818), and incorporating that author’s representa- 
tions of Shelley, Coleridge, Byron, and others; The Devil’s Grandson, a music-hall 
incident by Kenneth Lillington; and Vigil, a drama by Emlyn Williams. (822-9) 


English Humour 

A BOOK OF WIT AND HUMOUR. Chosen and presented by 
Michael Barsley. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1954. 18cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. 
Paper covers. 

First published in 1949 as The Phoenix Book of Wit and Humour, this is a collection 

of prose, verse and cartoons by leading British humorous writers and artists, together 

with a character sketch of each of those whose work is represented. (827-08) 


English Satire 
GULLIVER’S TRAVELS. Jonathan Swift. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1954. 
18} cm. 332 pages. 6 plans and maps. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

A narrative form, popular before Swift’s time and long after, is here brought to 
perfection: the experiences of a traveller in an imaginary country are used as an 
instrument of satire on contemporary life. In his direct prose style, in which he has 
few equals, Swift recounts Gulliver’s adventures in many lands where he finds 
‘little men’ pompous and absurd, or where ‘big men’ regard him with contempt. 
He discovers theorists to be cheats, longevity a curse and, finally, that animals can be 
more admirable than men. The first two voyages, where, to the unsophisticated, the 
vivid story-telling obscures the irony, have been popular with young readers for 
generations.

English Miscellany 

THE LAYS OF ANCIENT ROME and MISCELLANEOUS ESSAYS 
AND POEMS. Lord Macaulay. Reprint with new introduction by 
G. M. Trevelyan. Dent, 7s. 1954. 184.cm. $68 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's 
Library) 

The Miscellanies in prose and verse in this volume were selected and published in 

1860, the year after Macaulay’s death. The Lays of Ancient Rome, Ivry and The Armada 

were published by Macaulay himself in 1842. This book is valuable, therefore, in 
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affording examples of his juvenilia and of his maturest work. The stirring Lays, 
many a reader’s healthful introduction to English poetry, may be compared with a 
poem written when Macaulay was twelve. Sir George Trevelyan, commenting in 
the introduction on these poems and essays and their significance in understanding 
Macaulay’s work, is the best guide for the reader of this welcome volume. (828-8) 


French Literature 
A SHORT HISTORY OF FRENCH LITERATURE. Geoffrey Brereton. 
Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1954. 184 cm. 368 pages. Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
To compress 850 years of great literary history into 360 pages would seem an 
impossible task. Dr. Brereton has accomplished it with consummate skill. He divides 
his study into three main periods: Middle Ages, Renaissance to the Revolution, 
Romantics to the Present Day. The main genres are grouped together: poetry from 
Marot to Chénier, the drama from the Pléiade to Beaumarchais, and so on, with 
‘the individual flavour of each author’ presented. Some minor writers must perforce 
be assessed briefly, sometimes in a single sentence, but the sentence is always a 
stimulating judgment rather than a dismissal. Dr. Brereton’s sympathetic criticism 
never tires, his scholarship is never at fault. A good idea is the list, at the end, of 
important dates in literature set side by side with dates in general history. (840-9)

SIX CHARACTERS IN SEARCH OF AN AUTHOR. Luigi Pirandello. 
Translated by Frederick May. Heinemann, 5s. 1954. 19} cm. 82 pages. Boards. 
(Drama Library) 

An excellent critical and biographical introduction by the translator precedes this 

version of the definitive text of Sei personaggi in cerca d’autore. It is doubly welcome, 

as the first translation of the final text and the first edition to be published in England 

since 1921. With Each in His Own Way and To-night We Improvise it forms a trilogy 

of the theatre and is one of Pirandello’s major works, reflecting his repeated contention 

that existence is relative. (852-9) 


Latin Literature 
JUVENAL THE SATIRIST. A Study. Gilbert Highet. Oxford University 
Press, 308. 1954. 224m. 392 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Mr. Highet’s attitude towards Juvenal shows a congenial sympathy that is free from 
illusions. Part I gives a hypothetical reconstruction of Juvenal’s life, placing his alleged 
banishment towards the end of Domitian’s reign. Part II discusses the satires one by 
one, with constant reference to the poet’s temperament and his developing view of life. 
Part Ill traces his subsequent influence in literature. Quotations in the text are in 
English, but the substantial notes give abundant Latin citations and passages from 
Juvenal’s imitators in their own languages. The book will be of value to all students 
of Juvenal or of satire generally. (877) 


JUVENAL’S SATIRES with THE SATIRES OF PERSIUS. 
William Gifford’s translation, revised and annotated by John Warrington. 
Introduction by H. J. Rose. Dent, 6s. 1954. 184m. 248 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman’s Library). 

Gifford’s Juvenal (1802) and Persius (1821) were composed in lively heroic couplets. 

He was, however, an indifferent scholar and the texts he employed were unsatisfactory. 
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Mr. Warrington has sought to remove the consequent blemishes and has restored in 
acceptable disguise the parts omitted by Gifford as indecent. Brief explanatory notes 
are added, and Professor Rose contributes an outline account of the two satirists. The 
book will give non-Latinists an adequate impression of the poets’ matter and manner,

‘KURUN’ AROUND THE WORLD. Jacques-Yves le Toumelin. 
Translated from the French. Hart-Davis, 18s. 1954. 224m. 300 pages, 
19 photographs. Drawing. 3 diagrams. 7 maps. 


In a machine-ridden age which yet abounds in lone sailors seeking escape from 
‘floating accumulations of ironmongery’, this author is outstanding. A Breton from 
le Croisic, son of a seafarer, his narrative has been translated with great skill, though 
anonymously. He built his own 33 ft. cutter, and, with a soldier companion, sailed 
her to Morocco, where he exchanged his somewhat difficult crew for a garrulous 
photographer. The pair then adventured together all the way to Tahiti, via the 
Panama Canal. There, since, in the author’s own words, ‘I like silence’, he decided 
to continue his circumnavigation single-handed. He did so by way of Torres Strait, 
Reunion, the Cape of Good Hope and St. Helena. It was a fine exploit, and his book 
is worthy of it. (910-41) 


COUNTRY GLEANINGS from the Lincolnshire Wolds. J. N. Clarke. 
Batchworth Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 192 pages. 10 drawings by J. Marchbank 
Salmon. 


Britain’s second largest county has been relatively unsung. The chalky hills that form 
its backbone are little known (to most people Lincolnshire means fen country) and 
the author catches convincingly the remote atmosphere of these retired wold villages, 
He loves the country as only one who must ae in a town can do, and the result 
is a pleasant, rambling mixture of natural history observations, comment on the 
survival and adaptation of rural ways of life and pleas for more craftsmanship and less 
centralisation. The style is direct, sharply descriptive and moves easily between facts, 
discussion and story. (914:2)

This is a book of travel with a difference. That Miss Stark’s inimitable felicity of 

description enlarges and enriches the impression of the ruined cities of Ionia given 

by her superb photographs is a matter of course. But her pilgrimage to these ruins 
was merely the starting-point of a Quest through many centuries of time to bring 
back a living image of the Greek civilisation which once flourished in them. 

Prompted by the guide of her choice, Herodotus, and by many other writers— 

travellers, poets, historians—her sensitive imagination plays upon the scattered 

fragments of stone and evokes the spirit of things past, enabling us, in a measure, to 

‘share a secret with some onc . . . long forgotten’. The author’s philosophical reflections 

are a principal ingredient in the charm of this book. Another is the veritable anthology 

of notable passages from her authorities which is scattered over its pages. (915-61) 
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DANCING OUT OF BALI. John Coast. Faber, 21s. 1954. 22cm. 
234 pages. 23 illustrations. 2 drawings. Sketch map. Glossary. Bibliography. 
Index. 

John Coast remained in Indonesia after the war, at first as a civil servant. Later he 

went to reside in Bali and resolved to introduce the art of Balinese dancers to the 

western public. He has written an engaging account of his struggles with difficulties 
of all kinds—in forming a company, financing its equipment, fighting political 
hostility, and running the tour in England and the United States. He relates all this 
without rancour, and with the ability to laugh at himself. His book, however, is 
not solely of interest to students of the dance. The daily incidents of life in post-war 
Bali are enlightening on the clash of new and old ideas, and the whole exotic 
atmosphere is convincingly recreated. (919-23) 


WHERE THE POOR ARE HAPPY. Roderic Owen. Collins, 16s. 
1954. 22$.cm. 256 pages. Line drawings. 
As the author records, successive generations of writers have whittled away 
conventional ideas of the ‘paradise’ of the South Sea islands. Yet their appeal continues 
—defined by him as “bodily happiness at no expense’. This record of his search is 
frank, sympathetic, and very well written. Like many of his contemporaries, he rails 
at any form of white superiority, and he came to know much that escapes the 
conventional traveller. Apart from his varied adventures, he has something worth 
while to say of the Fijians and their prospects when their “white props’ are withdrawn, 
and of European colonial civilisation trying to come to terms with tropical nature 
in Tahiti. (919-6) 


NORTH. The Nature and Drama of the Polar World. Kaare Rodahl. 

Heinemann, 15s. 1954. 26 photographs. Map. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Rodahl, a specialist in arctic medicine and nutrition, prefaces the story of the 
establishment in 1952 by the United States Air Force of a scientific base on the floating 
ice island T3 in the central North Polar Basin by a most informative description of 
the geography and biology of the area, based on first-hand experience among the 
Eskimos in Greenland and a study of the writings of polar explorers. His account of 
the careful, yet hectic preparations, the air search for the island, the hazardous landing 
and first anxious days on it (in which he participated) makes exciting reading. (919-8)

APOLLINAIRE. Marcel Adéma. Translated from the French by Denise Folliot. 
Heinemann, 18s. 1954. 20} cm. 304 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Illustrations in 
text. Bibliography. Index. 

Appollinaire, poet and art critic, defender of the Cubists and Surrealists, is one of the 

outstanding intellectual figures of the first half of twentieth century France. From 

the almost legendary details surrounding his birth till his death in 1918 (he had been 

seriously wounded in battle in 1916), his life reads like some romantic novel. Yet it 

is the record of an epoch. M. Adéma, in what is hitherto the best Apollinaire biography, 

tells the story year by year, quoting from poems, essays and letters. The poems are 

left in the original French; the rest of the English translation is adequate. (92) 


MY LEFT FOOT. Christy Brown. Secker & Warburg, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
192 pages. § illustrations. 

Through a birth injury, Christy Brown could not walk, use his hands or speak except 

in grunts; but he found that he could hold a brush or chalk in his left foot and so 
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communicate with society. At seventeen he learnt that his affliction, cerebral palsy, 
could be ameliorated; but only if he gave up using his foot as a hand. How he met 
this challenge is told by Christy himself in this strange tale which might have been 
devised by Kafka or Hans Andersen as a parable of human solitude, but is the factual 
history of a case still under treatment in Dublin. An extraordinary book, utterly 
without self-pity or sentimentality, which has the curious effect of making one think 
rather better of the human race. (92) 


NEW GREEN WORLD. Josephine Herbst. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 
1954. 20} cm. 284 pages. 10 illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. 
The author has taken the life and work of John Bartram, the New England Quaker, 
who mainly introduced the flora of eastern North America to European gardens 
and botany in the eighteenth century, as a basis for tracing the emergence of the 
modern way of looking at the universe. Bartram and his son both spent their 
enthusiasm pressing into the unexplored wilds of America for plants which fed the 
new science of the Old World typified by Linnaeus. The treatment and language are 
somewhat confused, but, although no very clear picture emerges of Bartram’s travels 
(the maps are contemporary, but reduced to inscrutability) the feeling of an 
importantly awakening age is clearly conveyed. (92) 


A CORNISH WAIF’S STORY. An Autobiography. Odhams Press, 
12s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 188 pages. 
The anonymous writer of this moving autobiography was handed over to an itinerant 
organ grinder at the age of five and tramped the roads of Cornwall, clad in rags, 
ill-ted and uncared for. Escaping at ten, she found temporary security in a Salvation 
Army Home, and later spent several happy years in a convent penitentiary, before 
working as a domestic servant, marrying, emigrating to Australia and finally 
returning to England where, after a prolonged nervous breakdown leading to 
attempted suicide, she settled down with her husband and family. Hers is a terrible 
story, but she tells it without sentimentality. She has made of it a vivid record, rich 
in comic and tragic incident and full of real people. (92) 


THE WARRIOR SAINT. R. V. C. Bodley. Hale, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 
310 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Charles de Foucauld (1858-1916)—the warrior saint—was a man of fortune who in 
his early years lived a profligate life but who eventually became a Trappist monk 
and a missionary in the Sahara, where he was murdered by fanatics. Dismissed from 
the French army in disgrace, he undertook explorations in the Sahara and Morocco 
and his experiences led to a spiritual awakening which resulted in the resolve to 
submit to the rigorous discipline of the Trappists. His moving story is told in this 
biography in felicitous language and with singular charm. (92) 


THE DIARY OF A YOUNG GIRL. Anne Frank. Pan Books, 2s. 1954. 
18cm. 224 pages. Illustration in text. Paper covers. 

First published in Holland in 1947 under the title Het Achterhuis and in Britain in 

19§2 under its present description, this is a courageously gay and moving account 

of two years in hiding from the Germans in Amsterdam (1942-44). The promising 

young Jewish writer was then caught together with her family, and she died at 

Belsen in 1945, shortly before the liberation, aged nearly sixteen. (92) 
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GOLD DISH AND KAVA BOWL. John A. Fease?, Dent, 18s. 1954. 
22cm. 272 pages. 17 illustrations. Endpaper maps. Index. 
The late John Fraser came of a family with long connections with mining, and he 
resolved at an early age to become a working prospector. In this autobiography he 
relates with spirit and understanding the legends, careers and fortunes of the Australian 
miners among whom he was brought up. He himself was in at the start of gold mining 
in the Fiji Islands, and, knowing from experience how easily the true citcumstances 
are forgotten in such cases, he was careful to record them at the time. This is an 
engrossing story told without frills by a modest man who took the ups and downs 
of a prospector’s life philosophically. Much of his reward he found in the contact 
with nature and particularly with the Fijians, for whom he had a warm affection. (92) 


GLADSTONE. A Biography. Philip Magnus. Murray, 28s. 1954. 224 cm. 
496 pages. 28 illustrations. 16 illustrations in text. Bibliography. Index. 
Since Lord Morley’s official biography of Gladstone (1903), an overwhelming mass 
of documents has gradually become available to the historian. Morley himsglf 
realised that he was too much under the influence of his subject to portray him in 
the right perspective, and it has long been recognised that the time was ripe for, # fresh 
evaluation of the statesman’s character and achievements. Sir Philip Magnus’s book, 
written from a point in time when much of the passion of nineteenth century politics 
has burnt out, is objective, profound, attractively written, distinguished by its 
sympathetic understanding, careful balance, and wise judgment. It has many of the 
— of great biography. The specialist will regret that the author has not fully 


ocumented his text, since so often he is quoting from unpublished documents. (92) 


COUNTRY AND CALLING. W. K. Hancock. Faber, 18s. 1954. 224 cm. 
246 pages. 
This sensitive, revealing, and thought-provoking book deserves attention from anyone 
interested in the impact of a keen, highly trained intellect upon problems of scholarship, 
life, history, and politics (in the best sense of that much abused word). Sir Keith 
Hancock has won distinction as an historian and as an expert in commonwealth 
problems, and questions in both fields concern him in these memoirs. While his main 
object is to describe the varied stages by which he eyuipped himself for his ‘calling’ 
as an historian, his deep love of country (he was born in Australia) is the key to much 
in his outlook on life, and the moving account of his early years is a fascinating 
account of that country. (92) 


LEDA AND THE GOOSE. An Ansiobiography. Tristram Hillier. Longmans, 
16s. 1954. 22cm. 192 pages. 7 plates. : 
Mr. Hillier is an artist of established repute whose life has not lacked variety. He was 
born in Peking, educated in England, and tried accountancy before taking thankfully 
to art. Thereafter, his life was a round of work, shifting scene, enjoyment in the 
company of friends, and success, with one rather tempestuous love affair and two 
ventures in matrimony. He moved here and there across Europe until the war claimed 
his services, after which he settled in Somerset. His roving, bohemian existence reads 
like a novel, but Mr. Hillier does not embarrass the reader: he is candid, with restraint. 
Scenes and characters reveal the artist. His descriptions are clear and incisive: 
particularly memorble are those of a visit to a remote Trappist monastery in China, 
an unauthorised landing upon a leper island, and flight before the German advance. 
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MAX HORTON AND THE WESTERN APPROACHES. 
A Biography of Admiral Sir Max Kennedy Horton. Rear-Admiral W. S$. Chalmers. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 1954. 21 cm. 318 pages. 24 illustrations. 2 plans. Index. 


Admiral Sir Max Horton (1883-1951) had two distinct war careers. In World War I 
he was an outstanding submarine commander; in World War II he was a senior 
Flag Officer. He held three key appointments: the first put him in charge of the 
Northern Patrol, designed to guard the northernmost sea routes against German 
raiders; the second was as Admiral commanding submarines; the third was as 
supreme director of the terrible and vital Battle of the Atlantic. Horton won, narrowly, 
and secured the nation’s Atlantic supply route. Admiral Chalmers had in Sir Max 
a stern and in some ways intractable subject for biography. He succeeded in his 
Beatty (1951) outstandingly: his Horton is less glamorous, but it was equally worth 
doing. (92) 


JOAN OF ARC. Lucien Fabre. Translated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. 
Odhams Press, 18s. 1954. 23 cm. 368 pages. 17 illustrations. 4 maps. Genealogical 
tables. Bibliography. Index. 


Despite the fact that the literature dealing with ‘the Maid’ runs into hundreds of 
volumes, it is not easy to find a single modern work which surveys the subject 
without bias, and gives an accurate and up-to-date account of the problems connected 
with her career, and the theories which have been propounded for their solution. 
The late M. Lucien Fabre attempted—and in great measure achieved—such a book, 
which has now been translated for English readers. Based on many years of intensive 
research, it reviews all the evidence and throws fresh light on some of the problems. 
It has a’useful select bibliography. (92) 


T. E. LAWRENCE BY HIS FRIENDS. Edited by A. W. Lawrence. 
New edition, abridged. Cape, 16s. 1954. 23 cm. 320 pages. Chronology. 


This edition of a work first published in 1937 is a timely reminder—before the 
appearance of a controversial biography—of the indelible impression made by 
Lawrence’s genius upon the great and the humble alike. Time and again these tributes 
bear witness to his capacity, whether as archaeologist, guerilla leader, diplomat or 
R.A.F. private, to understand and unobtrusively to dominate any society in which 
he might find himself. The book has been heavily but skilfully abridged. It retains 
all the best-known contributors such as Lord Wavell, E. M. Forster and Bernard 
Shaw, and omits the more informal impressions, the illustrations and the catalogues 
of Lawrence’s books and gramophone records. (92) 


ROUND MANY A BEND. Austin Lee. Cape, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
222 pages. 
From 1935 until quite recently, the clerical author of this unconventional ‘chapter 
of autobiography’ held various livings in the Church of England. It seems, with his 
bohemian zest for experience, that he found his orders too constricting. At least, 
he resigned his pastoral office, though not before he had fluttered a number of 
diocesan dove-cots. His parting from the Church, and his fresh search for employment 
as barman, hotel-manager, and school-teacher, form the substance of this very bright 
first book. Mr. Lee is a master of impertinent wit and charm; and behind a culture 
not too nice to be direct, we feel the presence of a gay, courageous spirit. (92) 
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THE YALU FLOWS. A Korean Childhood. Mirok Li. Translated from 
the German by H. A. Hammelmann. Harvill Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 192 pages. 


‘Language, simple, clear; character, honest, gentle, courteous’. Such was the diagnosis 
of an examiner when the writer of this autobiographical fragment came before him. 
It is an account of a childhood in remote Korea, undated but long before the Second 
World War, and the examiner’s description is true of the narrative itself. It is an 
utterly unsophisticated oriental world of which Mirok Li writes, but it is notable 
that his idyll was shadowed towards the end of his childhood by the advent of 
Japanese invaders, and that largely as a result he himself lived and died as an exile, 
working as a doctor in Bavaria. (92) 


LORD M. or The Later Life of Lord Melbourne. David Cecil. Constable, 21s. 
1954. 22$.cm. 362 pages. 8 plates. Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 


This sequel to The Young Melbourne has all the refinement and subtlety we have come 
to expect in Lord David Cecil’s essays in viography. With a light but sure touch 
he depicts the Melbourne Queen Victoria knew. Naturally, in this later phase of 
Melbourne’s career, it is his relation to the young queen which provides the central 
theme. With unerring dexterity and masterly economy of comment, the interpretation 
first suggested by Lytton Strachey is made the master key to Melbourne's career, 
and the pathos of the lonely years following the happy years of office as the queen’s 
intimate adviser brings to an end a memorable study. The character study which 
ended the first volume is reprinted as the prelude to the second. (92) 


PIUS XII. Oscar Halecki, in collaboration with James F. Murray. Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson, 18s. 1954. 224m. 402 pages. Bibliography. Index. 


The author, who is Professor of History, Fordham University, New York, gives in 
this book a full account of the peace policy of Pius XII. Following a section on the 
formative years in Rome under Leo XIII and as Cardinal Secretary of State under 
Pius XI, special reference is made to the Pope’s Five Point Peace Plan, his encounter 
with Nazism and Communism, his relations with Roosevelt and the crusade for the 
rights of the Church. If the judgments are somewhat undiscriminating, sufficient 
evidence is produced to vindicate the right of Pius XII to the title of peace-maker.

RAFFLES OF THE EASTERN ISLES. C. E. Wurtzburg. Edited for 
publication by Clifford Witting. Hodder & Stoughton, 42s. 1954. 23 cm. 788 pages.

The late Mr. Wurtzburg unhappily did not live to see the completion and publication 
of this work on Sir Thomas Raffles (1781-1826) on which he had toiled for over 
twenty years. He has utilised, in addition to archive material in Holland and Indonesia, 
a mass of hitherto unused material in this country, and thus has something interesting 
and fresh to say about such well worn themes as the quarrel with Gillespie and the 
founding of Singapore. His long years of residence in Malaya and his distinguished 
brsiness career have helped him both in his assessment of Raffles’ achievements as a 
colonial administrator and in his discussion of such complicated controversies as 
the Java land revenue scheme. It is not, perhaps, the definitive biography but it is 
certainly the best one published so far. (92) 
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TAKE IT FOR A FACT. (A Record of My Seventy-Five Years on the 
Stage). Ada Reeve. Heinemann, 21s. 1954. 22cm. 276 pages. 56 illustrations 
from the Raymond Mander and Joe Mitchenson Theatre Collection. Index. 

Biography can become valuable history when the record is written without fear or 

favour and well-remembered. It is so in this life of Ada Reeve (born Adelaide Mary 

Isaacs, in 1874). Although most famous as the ‘principal boy’ in pantomime and as a 

singer and actress in music-hall and musical comedy, Ada Reeve has also played in 

Shakespeare and East Lynne with the troupers, toured in Australia and other places 

overseas, acted in films, radio and in television. But beyond her own versatility the 

chief interest in the narrative lies in its description of the background of an actor's 
life, the social conditions, the terms and contracts, the managers, the authors and 

audiences of the last seventy-five years. (92) 


RENDALL OF WINCHESTER. The Life and Witness of a Teacher. 
J. D’E. Firth. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1954. 
Although Canon Firth’s biography of Dr. Rendall—successively assistant master, 
second master and headmaster of Winchester (which was founded by William of 
Wykeham in 1382 and on which the English public school system is largely modelled) 
—is mainly of interest to Wykehamists, it is written with such distinction and skill 
that it can hardly fail to appeal to the general reader. The author has no hes‘tation in 
depicting Rendall as a great teacher and a great headmaster, and does not allow his 
eccentricities, described with engaging humour, to obscure his many notable qualities 
—his simple religious faith, his kindliness, his nobility and his surprising administrative 
ability. Rendall’s public services after his retirement from Winchester in 1924 are 
described with sympathy and understanding. This book is a model of how a biography 
should be written. (92) 


SHOCKING LIFE. Elsa Schiaparelli. Dent, 21s. 1954. 224m. 240 pages. 
30 illustrations (4 in colour). Tailpieces by Bérard. 
The word ‘shocking’ has become, in effect, Mme. Schiaparelli’s trade mark, witness 
her ‘shocking’ perfume and ‘shocking pink’. Brought up in Italy, French by adoption, 
equally at home in London and New York, this designer of genius gives in her frank 
and exciting autobiography not only a fascinating glimpse behind the scenes in the 
studio and workrooms of a famous couturiére, showing how ‘collections’ are designed, 
created and exhibited, but also a vivid picture of her own exceptional personality, 
inexhaustibly creative, courageous in the face of disaster, generous in success and 
an amusing stimulating companion at all times. (92) 


SIR HANS SLOANE. The Great Collector and his Circle. E. St. John Brooks. 
Batchworth Press, 18s. 1954. 224.cm. 234 pages. 10 illustrations. Index. 
Although two hundred years have passed since the death of “The Great Collector’, 
little has actually been published about him. Born in Ireland in 1660, Sloane soon 
showed his bent towards natural history and science generally and began the collec- 
tions which subsequently formed the nucleus of the British Museum. He studied 
medicine in London and Paris and, after a visit to Jamaica which inspired his book 
on the natural history of that country, he returned to London to practise as a physician. 
He was instrumental in introducing vaccination to England and later became President 
of both the Royal Society and the Royal College of Physicians. Dr. Brooks has 
used much unpublished material relating to the Sloane family to produce a readable 
account of an attractive character and a great public benefactor. (92) 
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GEORGE STEPHENSON: Creator of Britain’s Railways. John Rowland. 

Odhams Press, 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 238 pages. 27 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
George Stephenson (1781-1848) was self taught. Happily for himself, the things he 
liked to learn were mechanical, and as he lived at a time when the Industrial Revolu- 
tion was transforming England his extreme aptitude, particularly in locomotive design, 
enabled him to play a large part in the creation of what has proved an enduring railway 
system. Moreover, he handed on his skill and tenacity to an almost equally famous son, 
Robert (1803-1859). In this simply written and sympathetic biography, no startlingly 
new material has been unearthed, but Mr. Rowland has invested his subject with life.

THE LIFE OF OSCAR WILDE. Hesketh Pearson. Revised edition. 

Methuen, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 408 pages. 17 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Pearson has fully understood how much depends for any just estimate of Wilde 
upon recreating his personal charm and the brilliance of his social gifts; the bare record 
of his life history and his published works tell us far too little. If he is occasionally 
prone to over-indulgence towards his subject he has been far the most successful 
biographer in portraying the qualities which earned Wilde his fame and in arriving 
at an unbiassed account of his downfall. Appendices concerning Lord Alfred Douglas, 
and correspondence between Wilde and Shaw have been added, and together with 
the excellent illustrations this edition offers remarkable value. (92) 


THE EYELIDS OF THE DAWN. Jack C. Winslow. Hodder & Stoughton, 
10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
Mr. Winslow was brought up in a Victorian home, went to Eton and Balliol, and 
before the First World War began his missionary service in India, where he founded 
a Christian ‘ashram’ or community centre in which Indians and Europeans shared 
in the fellowship of worship and service. After twenty years, he returned to England, 
and at Bryanston and Lee Abbey has taken a prominent part in the Oxford Group. 
In this attractive autobiography, he records his memories, reflections and hopes. He 
looks with confidence to a religious renewal in the life of the Church and nation. (92) 


THE WILDER SHORES OF LOVE. Lesley Blanch. Murray, 15s. 1954. 
22cm. 336 pages. 24 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Four accounts of women of outstanding gifts in the last century, who either chose 
or were obliged to turn away from the civilisation of Europe and adapt their lives 
to the still romantic Islamic East. The characterisation of Isabel Burton is a brilliant 
portrait of one whose attachment to the Orient was governed almost entirely by 
devotion to her famous husband. Isabelle Eberhardt, mystic and voluptuary, who took 
to the desert, is a very interesting choice but sketched too slightly to do more than 
whet the reader’s appetite. The lives of Aimée Dubocq de Rivery, who was abducted 
into a Turkish seraglio, and the amorous Jane Digby, who married a sheikh, make 
highly dramatic reading but are treated with considerably less psychological depth.

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It covers the supply, manufacturing, research, wholesaling, contracting, consulting, 
education, mining and transport branches of the electricity industry, as well as the 
Post Office and other Government departments. A useful addition is an index in 
which entries are classified according to companies, Electricity Boards, the Services, 
Government Departments, etc., and this considerably increases the value of what 
has now become a standard work of reference in the electrical world.

RUSSIA’S DANUBIAN EMPIRE. Gordon Shepherd. Heinemann, 215. 
1954. 22cm. 274 pages. 10 photographs. Index. 


The writer has been for six years Daily Telegraph Correspondent in Vienna. Part 
One of his book examines the origins and evolution of Communist rule in four 
Danubian countries—Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bulgaria and Roumania—with 
occasional glances at Albania. Part Two considers the conflict between the Communist 
régimes and the Churches, principally the Church of Rome; the struggle to bring 
the peasants under State control; and the Communist organisation of labour and 
industry. The third part discusses the prospects of relaxing the Soviet hold on eastern 
Europe without war. The book is well informed and moderate in tone and judgment.

A HISTORY OF THE CRUSADES. Vol. Ill. The Kingdom of Acre 
and the Later Crusades. Steven Runciman. Cambridge University Press, 35s.

The last volume of Mr. Runciman’s massive study of the Crusades covers the history 
of Outremer and the Holy War from the revival of the French kingdom at the time of 
the Third Crusade until its collapse a century later, while an epilogue summarises 
the last manifestation of the crusading spirit. The political narrative, a concise and 
vivid description of the great movement which galvanised the West, moves power- 
fully towards the climax in the greatest tragedy of the Middle Ages, the destruction 
of Byzantine civilisation in the name of Christ. The whole story is, as Mr. Runciman 
says, one of faith and folly, courage and greed, hope and disillusion. There are revealing 
chapters on the commerce, architecture and arts of Outremer, and students will be 
grateful for the scholarly appendix on sources. The work is a splendid contribution 
to English medieval scholarship. (940-18) 


World War II 


COMMANDO EXTRAORDINARY. Otto Skorzeny’s Remarkable 
Exploits and their Urgent Meaning for Us Now. Charles Foley. Longmans, 
15s. 1954. 22$.cm. 244 pages. 12 illustrations. Index. 


In all the German Special Service operations during the Second World War 
Skorzeny played a dominating part. The object of this book is to illustrate the 
illimitable effect of audaciously planned raids far into enemy countries. He tells of 
the rescue of Mussolini from Gran Sasso, of the removal of Horthy from Budapest, 
of disguised brigades in the American sector, of journeys behind the Russian lines 
and of many other exploits of unsurpassed ingenuity and daring, including some by the 
British Special Air Service units. The story is absorbingly interesting and not 
the least is the chapter on the war trial of Skorzeny and his comrades, at which Allied 
witnesses spoke in their favour and helped to secure an acquittal. (940°541) 
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GHOST CRUISER H.K.33. H. J. Brennecke. Translated from the 

German by Edward Fitzgerald. Kimber, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 208 pages. 9 illustrations. 
Auxiliary cruisers (or Q ships) did not play a prominent part in the Second World 
War. One of the few exceptions was the German H.K.33, or Pinguin as she was 
later named. From July 1940 for nearly a year she roamed the oceans in various 
disguises capturing or sinking 200,000 tons of Allied shipping. She was finally sunk 
by the British cruiser Cornwall off the Seychelles Islands. Kruder, the captain, seems 
to have acted with humanity during his various raids. The exciting story of the 
ship’s adventures has been pieced together by a German journalist from the accounts 
of the survivors. The translation is good, although i in places the Germans, somewhat 
incongruously, are made to use R.A.F. slang! (940°545) 


CAPTIVITY CAPTIVE. James B. Chutter. Cape, 13s.6d. 1954. 20$ cm. 
222 pages. Diagram. Sketch map. 
The author of this readable and interesting book was senior chaplain with the South 
African 2nd Division during the last war. After being taken prisoner at Tobruk, 
he was moved to Italy, where he was first in Italian and then in German hands until 
liberated by the Allies in 1945. Here he tells the story of those who had to ‘stay put’ 
in prison camps and who led their captivity captive. The tale, he reminds us, reflects 
at times the spiritual in man; at times it is earthy. Certainly it is a fitting tribute to 
men whose morale was severely tried. (940547) 


A PRISONER’S PROGRESS. David James. 2nd edition with introduction 
by Eric Williams. Hollis & Carter, 9s. 6d. 1954. 19 cm. 188 pages. 3 plans. 
Endpaper map and plan. 

This is another escape story, first published in 1947. Mr. James’s first attempt was 

remarkable for the fact that he made it in his naval uniform under the pretence of 

being a Bulgarian naval lieutenant. As such he succeeded in travelling considerable 
distances by train in Germany and nearly managed to board a ship from Lubeck 
before, being recaptured. His actual escape later follows more orthodox lines. The 

author describes his adventures light-heartedly and with a sense of humour. (940-547) 


NO DRAM OF MERCY. Sybil Kathigasu. Neville Spearman, 15s. 1954. 
22 cm. 238 pages. 18 illustrations. 
Mrs. Kathigasu and her husband, a doctor in Ipoh, Northern Malaya, gave aid to 
wounded guerillas after the Japanese over-ran the country. Arrested, imprisoned and 
tortured, she refused to give away any information. After the war she received the 
George Medal for her heroism, but died from her injuries two years after her rescue. 
Simply and graphically she tells the story of her ordeal and her resistance to it, founded, 
as Sir Richard Winstedt reminds us in his preface, on loyalty to her religion and to 
the British flag that protected it. (940-547) 


SEA FLIGHT. A Fleet Air Arm Pilot's Story. Hugh Popham. Kimber, 15s. 
1954. 22$.cm. 200 pages. 18 illustrations. Endpaper map. 

Very little has been written so far about the exploits of the Fleet Air Arm in the last 

war, so that this book helps to fill an obvious gap. Hugh Popham was a pilot who 

saw service in the carriers H.M.S. Indomitable and H.M.S. Illustrious and later in an 

escort carrier; and the operations in which he took part included convoys to Malta 

and Russia and operaticns in Ceylon and Madagascar. Consequently his flying service 
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was both full and varied, and as he writes well one gets from his description a good 
idea of wartime life and service in a carrier from a pilot’s point of view. From the 
background one also gains a real impression of the Navy's arduous and dangerous 
convoy work. (940-548) 


Britain 
THE KING MY BROTHER. Cyril Hughes Hartmann. Heinemann, 215. 
1954. 20} cm. 408 pages. 17 illustrations. Index. 


Twenty years ago Mr. Hartmann showed in his Charles II and Madam his special 
knowledge of Restoration history. Two other scholarly books followed, devoted to 
Charles’s policy, the secret treaty of Dover, and the attempt to revive Catholicism in 
England. He has now incorporated into one comprehensive volume the results of 
his own and other scholars’ researches into these problems. Apart from the contribu- 
tion it makes to the history of the reign, the great feature of this book is its publication 
of the series of delightful letters which passed between the king and his sister, the 
Duchess of Orleans. Both were admirable letter writers. This is an important book: 
it is also a very readable one. (942-06) 


NINE TROUBLED YEARS. Viscount Templewood (The Rt. Hon. 
Sir Samuel Hoare). Collins, 25s. 1954. 214 cm. 448 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Index. 


During the years (1931-40) of which Lord Templewood writes he held successively 
the offices of Secretary of State for India, Foreign Secretary, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Home Secretary, Lord Privy Seal, and Secretary of State for Air. He had, 
therefore, unrivalled opportunities for following every aspect of British foreign 
policy and his book is an indispensable mine of information for the student of recent 
history. His appraisal of Neville Chamberlain will add new evidence to the 
controversy over Munich. The book includes a correspondence between the author 
and Lord Lothian (then British Ambassador in Washington) on the state of mind 
of the two countries during the early months of the war. (942-083) 


Russia 
A HISTORY OF SOVIET RUSSIA. Vol. IV. THE INTERREGNUM 
1923-24. Edward Hallett Carr. Macmillan, 30s. 1954. 224cm. 400 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 
This fourth volume of Mr. Carr’s history is intermediate between the first three, 
which were collectively entitled “The Bolshevik Revolution 1917-1923’, and the 
next two which are to be called ‘Socialism in One Country 1924-1926’. It deals with 
the confused events of March 1923 to May 1924 which were overshadowed by 
Lenin’s last illness and death. The period is studied under three main aspects—the 
economic and financial crisis culminating in currency reform, wage regulation and 
price control; Soviet-western relations, leading up to the abortive Saxon revolution 
of autumn, 1923, and the recognition of Russia by Britain and Italy; and the internal 
party crisis fought out over Lenin’s deathbed, with its first presages of Stalin’s rise 
and Trotsky’s downfall. The narrative is clear, the scholarship exact, and Mr. Carr’s 
whole enterprise, when completed, will be an historical achievement of the first order.

MIDDLE EAST SURVEY. The Political, Social and Religious Problems. 
S. A. Morrison. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 198 pages. Map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Mr. Morrison was a missionary of the Church Missionary Society in Egypt for thirty 

years and carried on missionary relief work in Beirut from 1951 to 1954. He adds to 

the many recent books on the Middle East one in which the theme is the part that 

the Christian churches might play in reconciling Arabs and Jews, and bringing peace 

and prosperity to this vexed region. His plea is genuine and his background knowledge 

obviously considerable; he is particularly informative on social conditions. The book 

would have been improved by more careful documentation. (950) 


India 
THE SEVENTH YEAR OF FREEDOM. All India Congress Committee 
(New Delhi, India), Rs.3. 1954. 24cm. 420 pages. 18 plates. Paper covers. 

A most informative review of the year from August 1953-54 in India: there are 
chapters on all aspects of life, the first five-year plan, labour, welfare, education, 
community projects, land reforms and so on, including one on the welfare of the 
Scheduled Tribes. A valuable appendix gives lists of all the members of the Central 
and also the Provincial Governments. (954-09) 


Malaya 
GREEN BERET, RED STAR. Anthony Crockett. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
18s, 1954. 22cm. 228 pages. 13 illustrations. 5 maps. Glossary. 

The personal account of two years’ jungle-fighting in Malaya by a Troop Commander 
in a Royal Marine Commando. In addition to giving vivid descriptions of patrols, 
ambushes and larger operations, the author has much of interest to say about the 
country, the Police, planters and miners, and the Chinese and Indian interpreters, 
with a special mention of the Dyal trackers from Borneo. The book gives a good 
overall picture of life in the bandit areas as seen by one at the ‘business’ end of the 
emergency. (959°s) 


Canada 
PROSPECT OF CANADA. Ernest Watkins. Secker & Warburg, 21s. 1954. 
224 cm. 284 pages. 16 photographs. Endpaper map. Tables. Index. 

Written for an English audience by an Englishman who believes in Canada as a land 
of opportunity, this book takes the reader through every part, and most of the major 
cities, including some—Fredericton, Saskatoon, or St. Johns, for instance—which 
usually escape the general writer. There are chapters on present-day problems, on 
politics, and on the people as a whole. In some ways it is a very good book, outspoken 
(Canadians will dispute some of his generalisations and may not relish some of his 
criticisms), clearly and attractively written, and informative. It can be read, with 
profit, by anyone visiting or intending to settle in Canada. (971) 


MOUNTAINS, MEN AND RIVERS. British Columbia in Legend and 
Story. J. H. Stewart Reid. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-00. 1954. 204 cm. 
240 pages. 6 plates (double). Endpaper maps. 

A quick survey of the history of British Columbia, its places of interest and its 

present and potential development. It is Canada’s most spectacular and beautiful 
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province and has had an exciting past of exploration, gold rushes, pioneering and 
politics and it continues to provide drama in the Canadian scene as well as advancing 
steadily in the lumbering, fishing and mining industries. The Rockies, in spite of 
their conquest by the Canadian Pacific Railway, give it an isolation that keeps it 
individual in spirit as well as in scenery. Anecdotes about the men connected with the 
story of British Columbia contribute to the narrative. (971-1) 


SODBUSTERS INVADE THE PEACE. A. M. Bezanson. Ryerson Press 
(Toronto, Canada), $3°95. 1954. 22cm. 222 pages. Endpaper maps. 

The most recently settled of Canada’s great agricultural tracts, the Peace River 
Country of Alberta, provided early twentieth century adventurers with a challengin 

‘last frontier’. The story of the opening up and settlement of the rich farming lan 

is here told through the personal reminiscences of a man who played a major part 
in bringing the area to public attention. Anecdotes of character and incident enliven 
this chronicle of hardship and perseverance in the face of natural obstacles and the 
scepticism of many contemporaries. A hard-bitten and racy style preserves and 
conveys the flavour of pioneer adventure. (971-23)

CORTES AND MONTEZUMA. Maurice Collis. Faber, 15s. 1954. 21 cm. 
252 pages. 10 illustrations. 2 maps. Chronology. Index. 
This vivid and exciting narrative recounts the astonishing story of the conquest of 
Mexico by a handful of Spaniards under the inspired leadership of Cortés. Mr. Collis 
interprets the facts in the light of recent researches into the Mexican way of thought 
and essays a clear and consistent explanation of each situation as it arises. Cortés’ 
successes are shown initially to be due to his identification by Montezuma and the 
Mexican priesthood with a god in their national pantheon. No less extraordinary 
than Cortés is Montezuma, whose mysterious actions suggest that he was an epic 
victim of astro-magical destiny. (972-02)

DEVELOPMENT AND WELFARE IN THE WEST INDIES 1953. 
Report by Sir Stephen Luke. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s.6d. 1954. 244 cm. 
126 pages. Paper covers. (Colonial No. 310) 

This Report, unduly delayed in publication for various reasons, amongst which is 

cited the appointment in mid-year of Sir Stephen Luke as Comptroller of Develop- 

ment and Welfare in the West Indies on the return of Sir George Seel to London, 
and other staff changes. The year under review saw a number of developments, and 
progress in schemes already under way; inter-territorial co-operation was advanced, 
and regional bodies such as the Caribbean Commission, Regional Economic 
Committee, Regional Labour Board, and other technical committees and conferences 
did valuable work. (972°9) 


BRITAIN AND THE UNITED STATES IN THE CARIBBEAN. 
A Comparative Study in Methods of Development. Mary Proudfoot. Introduction 
by Margery Perham. Faber, 42s. 1954. 224 cm. 476 pages. 34 tables. Folding map. 
Bibliography. Index. (Colonial and Comparative Studies) 

The object of this study was to focus attention on the differences between United 

States and British administration and their respective results within the small area 

of the British and American Caribbean Islands. The author who, before her marriage 
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to Professor Malcolm Proudfoot of North Western University, Chicago, was 
Lecturer in Modern History at Oxford, has had opportunities for documentary 
study in both England and the U.S.A. and for field-study in the area during the 
six years she spent writing this book. Very many aspects of her subject, in addition 
to the political and constitutional, are dealt with in considerable detail. Colonial 
development and economic aid from the Metropolitan powers, social conditions 
and race relations, local government and labour are all fully treated. The footnotes, 
references, tables and index are thorough and reliable. (972°9)

MY CIVIL WAR DIARY. William Howard Russell. Edited by Fletcher Pratt. 
Introduction by D. W. Brogan. Hamish Hamilton, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 296 pages. 
9 plates. 


In 1863 William Howard Russell, the celebrated British war correspondent, published 
a digest of his letters to The Times giving first-hand descriptions of conditions in 
America in the early days of the Civil War. His reports, remarkably objective, 
vividly described the American scene, and have long been recognised by historians 
as an essential source. Unfortunately, the book has long been out of print, and 
students of American history will welcome this new abbreviated edition, which 
includes everything relevant to the Civil War. The editor rightly claims that it is a 
vivid picture of America when the war was about to begin. No one else left anything 
comparable. (973-7) 


THE LOST DUTCHMAN MINE. The Fabulous Story of the Seven-decade 
Search for the Hidden Treasure in the Superstition Mountains of Arizona. 
Sims Ely. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 192 pages. 2 maps. 


Mr. Ely has an intriguing story to tell, and he tells it effectively. For seventy years 
tales have circulated of the existence of a rich mine in the Superstition Mountains 
of Arizona. There is very little doubt that it was found by a few adventurers, but 
they came to violent ends before revealing its whereabouts. Mr. Ely, who has spent 
many years looking for it, has collected much illuminating information on the 
surprising course of events. Apart from the fascination of the problem and the 
solutions advanced, the story throws some sidelights on life in Arizona in the last

THE GOLDEN PRINCESS. Alexander Baron. Cape, 15s. 1954. 20} cm. 
402 pages. Note. Bibliography. 

The background of this novel is the perpetually fascinating story of the Spanish 
conquest of Mexico. The “golden princess’ is the Indian slave girl, Marina, whom 
Cortés employs as interpreter in his delicate negotiations with Montezuma. Mr. 
Baron sees Marina and Cortés not only as lovers but as adversaries: Cortés is shown 
as a ‘man of destiny’ whose ruthless ambition inevitably conflicts with Marina’s 
spiritual development as a Christian convert. In an absorbing novel, packed with 
exciting incident soundly based on historical evidence and with vivid characters 
treated with insight and imagination, the author’s romantic approach is wholly 
convincing. 
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THE FEAST OF JULY. H. E. Bates. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
224 pages. 

With unerring sensitivity and microscopic observation, Mr. Bates records the gri 
struggle for ‘dear life’ of a Midland family, father, mother and three sons, and the 
girl, Bella (searching for the lover who betrayed her), whom they so generously 
and unquestioningly take in and save. Much in this book, more particularly Bella’s 
fearful ordeal at the outset and her courage before and at the trial at the close, recalls 
the epic quality of Hardy or the Brontés. The Feast of July leaves no bitterness behind 
it, for the characters, often passionate or petty, are perfectly merged into their 
background and reveal deep humanity and love. 


THE HEART OF THE STORM. David Beaty. Secker & Warburg, 
12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 288 pages. 


Kelston, a married pilot on a trans-Atlantic air line, falls in love with a Czech refugee 
whom he meets during a halt in the Azores. The crisis of their brief, doomed idyll 
coincides with a crisis in the affairs of the air-line. The author makes remarkable use 
of his technical knowledge to build up tension; the reader puts the book down 
feeling that he has many anxious hours of flying experience behind him and under- 
standing, all too well, how a multitude of factors—emotional, mechanical, 
meteorological—may meet in a combination that spells disaster. 


SMITH. Kate Christie. Collins, 10s.6d. 1954. 20cm. 254 pages. 


Harold, a land-owner in Cumberland, lives in terms of what people expect of him. 
The balance of his responsibilities as neighbour, magistrate and only son of an ailing 
and possessive mother is upset by two intruders, each of whom has a new claim 
upon him. One is Smith, his manservant—vital, amoral, and hated by the neighbours 
—and the other Mary, whom he loves: each representing to him the freedom that 
he fears. They involve him in a crisis of loyalties, from which a new self-awarenes. 
may emerge. There are some brilliant scenes of Lakeland life and landscape in this 
strange, sensitive and highly promising first novel. 


THE VAGABOND. Colette. Translated from the French by Enid McLeod. 
Secker & Warburg, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


This is the story of a woman who, after an unhappy marriage, and believing she has 
finished with love, to earn her living joins a travelling music-hall company. The ideal 
admirer appears, offering her marriage and return to her own world. She has scruples 
and runs away from love (a situation Colette excels in handling). It is not easy to 
write with sympathy, dignity and humour of the music-hall world. But there was 
nothing Colette could not do in the exquisite untranslatable French of which she 
was perhaps the last great writer. Miss McLeod’s version may encourage readers 
to seek the original text. 


A THING TO LOVE. Elspeth Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1954. 
20} cm. 256 pages. 

Readers who enjoyed Mr. Paton’s Cry the Beloved Country will find themselves on 

familiar ground here. In the treatment of her theme, Mau Mau terrorism in Kenya, 

Mrs. Huxley is, however, more objective and dispassionate. The characters are 

typical of the background—Pat, the young idealist and missionary, her parents, 

conscientious white settlers, Piet, Boer farmer, Matthew, good Kikuyu Christian, 
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his father, respected chief, and Gitau, newly educated, embittered, misguided native. 
Readable as the book is, its very qualities of unprejudiced analysis and presentation 
tend to make the characters pawns for the exposition of a problem rather than agents 
in the unfolding of a very human tragedy. 


JUMPING JOAN and Other Stories. C. H. B. Kitchin. Secker & Warburg, 
12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 288 pages. 
Although essentially masculine and written with an almost caustic slant on the social 
scene, a note of fantasy pervades a number of these eight stories. Yet The Maze 
is by no means a conventional ghost story, neither is Jumping Joan—a latterday witch, 
who destroys a faith healer’s belief in his powers, and himself, too—a completely 
grotesque figure. The Cousins adroitly portrays two young girls of different up- 
bringing and temperament whose relationship slowly moves towards a violent 
conclusion. These are curious and—with one exception—sinister stories, in which a 
sense of doom is implicit but the reader is kept guessing what form it may take. 


A CROWN OF CONVOLVULUS and Other Stories. Margaret Lane. 
Heinemann, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 148 pages. 

Miss Lane is known for her lives of Beatrix Potter and the Brontés. This is her first 
collection of stories. They are quietly and most gracefully written, yet there is an 
element of violence, or terror or unease in the majority of them. The most striking 
are the title story and No Future in It—which, in different ways, convey the reactions 
of children towards a frightening situation—and the account of two old ladies 
starved to death in a solitary house. All these eight stories skilfully create their own 
rather strange atmosphere. 


A PROPER MARRIAGE. Doris Lessing. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
440 pages. 

This novel of life in the European community of an East African colony is the second 
in a planned series of five volumes and continues the story of young Martha begun 
in Martha Quest. But it is also a self-contained narrative, giving a sharply focussed 
picture not only of the personal experiences of an intelligent, restless young wife and 
mother, but also, on the wider horizon, of the divided loyalty, insecurity, and 
isolation of the colonial settler at the time of the Second World War. Martha’s 
revolt against the set pattern of life prescribed by the society in which she lives and 
her final desertion of husband and child reflect the whole community’s painful 
adjustment to the oncoming of inevitable change. 


THE FAITHFUL ALLY. Eric Linklater. Cape, 10s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 
258 pages. 

This is characteristic Linklater. Mrs. Nottingham, very beautiful, is in danger of 
being arrested for political indiscretion, but the Sultan, wise, generous and urbane, 
rescues her from officious rectitude in the person of James Morland. The scene is a 
territory in the China Seas and the action evolves round a rebellion to which the 
primitives are roused by sorcery. The small band of Europeans around the Sultan 
in a remote outpost are attacked and their characters are displayed under the strain. 
Here the Linklater criticism of people and types and civilisation has full play, but the 
main joys of the book are the story and the humorous presentation of character, 
which are both first class. 
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THE RELIC. Ega de Queiroz. Translated from the Portuguese by Aubrey 
F. G. Bell. Reinhardt, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 232 pages. 

The hero of this satirical novel, which first shocked Lisbon society in 1887, is the 
cynical, worldly ward of an over-pious aunt, who will only bestow her fortune on 
one who leads the holy life. In the hope of securing this inheritance, Theodoric 
cleverly deceives her by spending his days in churches and his evenings in boudoirs. 
To obtain a relic for the salvation of her soul he visits the Holy Land, where he finds 
himself transported in a dream to the time of the Crucifixion. There is an unexpected 
denouement to this study in hypocrisy, which is well translated. 


A LAMP IS HEAVY. Sheila MacKay Russell. Introduction by Monica Dickens. 

Angus & Robertson, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 268 pages. Illustrations by Jean McConnell. 
This is the story of Susan Bates from the day she enters an American hospital to train 
to be a nurse to the final poignant moment of graduation. She is an endearing young 
creature and, with sympathy, we watch her growing up, falling in love, and coming 
to maturity as her experiences—recorded faithfully and without over-emphasis— 
bring her face to face with birth and death, fear and fortitude, tragedy and comedy. 
This is an entertaining and instructive novel, to which the amusing drawings by 
Jean McConnell (taken from her Nurse Please) bring just the right touch of light relief. 


THE STEAM TRAWLER UGANDA. B. J. Taylor, Dent, 15s. 19$4. 
19} cm. 376 pages. Diagrams. 

Although this is presented as a novel, it is in fact an accurate and detailed account 
of a fishing voyage to northern latitudes. The hero has a stormy and adventurous 
first trip, and the Uganda, battered and leaking, is only brought home through the 
grace of God and the pluck of her own company and that of other small vessels 
which go to her assistance. The crew are, on the whole, decent, representative men, 
and, although the ardours of their life are vividly described (as well as their riotous 
amusements), the author has not exaggerated either the background or the story 
itself at the cost of truth to life. 


HESTER LILLY and Other Stories. Elizabeth Taylor. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 222 pages. 
Miss Taylor is essentially a novelist, and one with many gifts: intelligence, wit, 
perception. Her cool and leisurely revelation of human relations and the significant 
details of the domestic scene is most aptly displayed in the subtle novel in miniature 
that takes up nearly half the book: Hester Lilly is an awkward and bewildered 
adolescent who unwittingly re-orientates the marriage of the relations with whom 
she comes to live. The remaining sixteen pieces are very short—rather tantalisingly so. 
But these brief glimpses of character—ironic, amusing or pathetic—are always 
interesting and convincing. 


THE MAD WOMEN OF MAGLIANO. An _ Imaginary Journey. 
Mario Tobino. Translated from the Italian by Archibald Colquhoun. 
Verschoyle, 10s.6d. 1954. 20}cm. 154 pages. 

This remarkable book, written by a doctor in the form of a fictitious journal, is 

based on personal knowledge of mental hospitals in many parts of Italy. Jottings 

about the weather, the nuns and lay-nurses, the arrivals and departures and life 
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histories of the patients, are interspersed with the doctor’s own observations and 
reflections to give a picture of an imaginary asylum near Lucca that is alternately 
sunny and sombre, repelling and pitiful. Reading the book is like sight-seeing 
at Bedlam, as Londoners did in the eighteenth century—but the modern reader 
will be moved by compassion rather than curiosity. 


A BAR OF SHADOW. Laurens van der Post. Hogarth Press, 5s. 1954. 
19$ cm. 60 pages. 

This short novel, told on a crisp ‘contracting December afternoon’ of an English 
Christmas time, belongs to the category of post-war studies sublimating war-time 
experience. This time the subject is a Japanese prison camp governed by Hara, its 
apparently brutal taskmaster. But, unexpectedly, the real theme is not cruelty, for, 
in his quest for truth and with his usual insight, the author shows that Hara, incarnation 
of the Japanese mythos, is, like many others, a ‘living myth’, victim of an ideology. 
And so, in England, at Christmas, Lawrence, his ex-prisoner, gropes after a deeper 
human understanding. 


THE FLINT ANCHOR. Sylvia Townsend Warner. Chatto & Windus, 
12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 288 pages. 


In two of her previous novels, Lolly Willowes and The Corner That Held Them, the 
author made distinctive personal contributions to modern English fiction. Her latest 
story has a less uncommon pattern, telling, through the life-history of John Barnard, 
a Norwich merchant in the Baltic trade, of the outwardly quiet existence of an 
English middle-class family from the 1790's to the 1860's. Beneath the surface run the 
perturbations incidental to a household of growing (and frequently dying) children, 
ruled over by a father of the Victorian type who is himself dominated by excessive 
devotion to his daughter Mary. More a novel of character than of incident, it presents 
a full gallery of contrasting personalities intimately studied. 


STRANGERS. Antonia White. Harvill Press, 1os.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 166 pages. 


The title of this collection of seven stories is, perhaps, significant, for several of them are 
studies of people who are cut off from life in a lesser or greater degree by neurosis or 
madness, or estranged from one another through a flaw in sensibility. Yet there is no 
trace of morbidity here: the writing is of a very high order, imaginative, precise 
and controlled. Miss White suggests character with economy, clear-sightedness and 
compassion; she is a Catholic writer, best known for her novel Frost in May. 


ADMIRAL ON HORSEBACK. Geoffrey Willans. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 
1954. 19} cm. 256 pages. 


Admiral Sir Strangways Foxe-Forsyth, the hero of this story, is something new in 
naval fiction. Three long episodes, almost stories in themselves, show his varying 
and occasionally embarrassing contacts with Americans. The first concerns his conduct 
of a joint aircraft-carrier force on exercise in 1952; the second is a throw-back to 
1941 when he was refitting in West Virginia after war damage, and the last sees him 
in state, as Commander in Chief, Mediterranean. ‘Foxy’, as he is called by his equals, 
is traditional Royal Navy; he is the real stuff of which endearing characters are made, 
and most readers will succumb to his personality. 
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A PALACE OF STRANGERS. Samuel Youd. Cassell, 103.6d. 1954. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

Himself a Gentile, Mr. Youd has written a sympathetic study of Jewish life in England. 
His story-teller, David Rose, was actually named David Rosenbaum, Liverpool-bom 
child of a Jewish father and an Irish mother, and the racial hyper-sensitiveness 
exemplified by the change of name is the theme of the book. The Jew naturally 
resents anti-Semitism, but he is also suspicious of well-meaning non-anti-Semitism. 
The situation is difficult to sort out, but until a solution is found the Jew will live 
as a stranger among strangers. That is the implication of this excellent novel. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE TIME OF THE FIRE. Marc Brandel. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

When a second revolting murder occurs in a small American town the inhabitants 
are forced to accept the fact that the murderer is one of themselves. Fear and suspicion 
begin their corroding work and lead, after the third murder, to a horrifying outbreak 
of unreasoning mob violence. The book is a sobering indictment of man’s reluctance 
to face reality, his capacity for self-delusion and his eagerness to find a scapegoat. 
It is written with a controlled force and irony that make it both powerful and 


disturbing. 


THE LIGHTS OF SKARO. David Dodge. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1954. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

Two American press correspondents, in possession of information dangerous to their 
survival, are trying to escape from a People’s Free Federal Republic. Their chances are 
slender, even though the underground resistance movement comes to their aid. 
Mr. Dodge conjures up his fictional country so realistically that one feels it must exist. 
His style, matter-of-fact, wasting no words, is admirably suited to a first-rate 
adventure story that is exciting enough in itself to need no embellishment. 


THE DESPERATE HOURS. Joseph Hayes. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 
238 pages. 

Three American escaped convicts choose as their hide-out the house of a happy 

middle-class family who, during their occupancy, live through a nightmare of 

menace and despair. Cleverly used by the leading criminal as hostages, their plight 

engenders a positive ache of suspense. A little less introspection on the part of the 

deputy-sheriff would have aided the ending, but the story is skilfully planned and 


worked out and the tension is acute.

WUTHERING HEIGHTS. Emily Bronté. Reprint. Nelson, 4s. 1954. 
16cm. 336 pages. (Nelson Classics) 
Whatever the criticism levelled against this novel—the awkward form and occasional 
flatness of the old housekeeper’s narrative, an occasional weakness in character or 
plot—the author created a story that is immortal, and unique in English literature. 
The world of Wuthering Heights is one charged with dynamic forces, where a man’s 
ruthless obsession twists life out of its normal course to avenge a thwarted love, 
until he comes to rest beneath the “benign sky’ of the last lovely paragraph. 
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THE PILGRIM’S PROGRESS. John Bunyan. Revised edition with new 
introduction and notes by G. B. Harrison. Dent, 6s. 1954. 18}. cm. 342 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 

John Bunyan (1628-1688), an old Cromwellian soldier and pastor of a Bedford 

congregation, began to write this story of his own spiritual pilgrimage during a 

period of imprisonment for his religious opinions. In the allegory of a dream Bunyan 

sees his hero, Christian, journeying through life to the Holy City. His adventures 
are vividly told and his allegorical companions and enemies have an individuality. 

Bunyan’s source book was the Bible, from which he drew illustrations and quotations, 

applying them to the everyday life of his fellows in a dignified plain English, which 

gave, and still gives, his book a wide appeal. 


THE LIFE AND ADVENTURES OF MARTIN CHUZZLEWIT. 
Charles Dickens. Reprint. Nelson, 6s. 1954. 16 cm. 908 pages. (Nelson Classics) 


Chere is nothing better than to renew acquaintance with old friends. This we may 
do perennially through the good offices of such reprints as these. Martin Chuzzlewit 
reintroduces us to a gallery of characters as formidable as any portrayed by the master. 
We meet again that well of ‘oleaginous insincerity’ and ‘holy hypocrite’, Pecksniff, 
that arch-rogue and arch-cockney midwife, Sairey Gamp, and the whole unsavoury 
hierarchy of Chuzzlewits. It is not surprising, however, if the novel has proved less 
popular than Dickens’ other works for, despite his “endeavour to resist the temptation 
of the current Monthly Number’ and so improve the story, the Todger establishment, 
the American scenes, remain brilliant episodes or essays in an incoherent narrative. 


COLLECTED SHORT STORIES. E. M. Forster. Penguin Books, 2s. 
1954. 18}.cm. 222 pages. Paper covers. 


E. M. Forster’s novels have become part of our literary heritage and tend to over- 
shadow the short stories—written before 1914 and published as The Celestial Omnibus 
(1911) and The Eternal Moment (1928). Yet these fantasies bear the stamp of authority 
and the impress of the author’s philosophic and ironic cast of mind. “The Machine 
Stops’ portrays a future in which man is entirely divorced from nature; in other 
stories fantasy is less conventionally employed (sometimes with a satanic slant or 
a root in classical mythology) with a symbolic and serious intent, in spite of a light 
touch. Here, in embryo, are the characteristic themes of the ‘undeveloped heart’ 
or undeveloped imagination, the elements of panic and vision—often co-existent— 
and the juxtaposition of the true life and the spurious. 


MOBY DICK. Herman Melville. Reprint with new introduction by 
Sherman Paul. Dent, 6s. 1954. 184.0m. $22 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's 
Library) 


This stirring story, first published in 1851, tells of the voyage of Captain Ahab, 
consumed with a desire for vengeance on Moby Dick, a cunning and ferocious whale, 
which has crippled and long eluded him. In spite of his ill-assorted crew’s superstitious 
awe of Moby Dick, he subdues them to his purpose with maniacal fury, only to 
bring them and himself to disaster. The vivid descriptions of whales and whaling 
are drawn from Melville’s personal experience. The story has, moreover, a decided 
moral implication. 
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THE UNHURRYING CHASE. H. F. M. Prescott. 2nd _ edition. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 288 pages. 

In this historical romance Miss Prescott weaves the adventures of her hero, Yves of 
Rifaucon—to become Yves Ner or Yves the Sombre—into a colourful medieval 
tapestry of love, courtliness and war. A quotation from a similar courtly novel reads 
‘Know thou the One, the Soul . . . the bridge leading to the immortal being’. This 
is the typical theme of the middle ages and Yves’ progress from esquire and troubadour 
at court, learning the language of chivalry, through common mercenary or hired 
soldier in a very hell of savagery and debauch, until he finds redemption in the Cross 
or Crusade, is another such quest for the soul. The book deserves a place in the long 
line of romantic fiction descended from Walter Scott.

BRENDA BUYS A BEAUTY SALON. Evelyn Forbes. Chatto & Windus, 
7s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 144 pages. Frontispiece. (Mary Dunn Career Novels) 
Each of these stories relates the experiences of a young girl training for a particular 
career. Mary McBride decides to become a nursery teacher and spends a year helping 
in a school nursery. Her first few days are far from reassuring, but as she grows to 
understand the children she begins to enjoy herself and is quite sorry to leave them 
for the training college. Jill Gray decides to try social work. To test her capabilities, 
she joins a Youth Club, works in an aircraft factory and later in a children’s home 
before being accepted for the Social Science diploma course at a nearby university. 
Brenda Phillips wants a beauty salon of her own. She works hard learning hairdressing, 
manicure, beauty culture and dermatology, and is finally rewarded by financial 
backing from a wealthy client. Those who are attracted by these careers will find 
plenty to think about in these three books, but they are also in themselves attractive 
stories which can be enjoyed by any older girl. 


RETURN TO THE WONDERFUL FARM. Marcel Aymé. Translated 
from the French by Norman Denny. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 160 pages. 
Illustrations by Geoffrey Fletcher. 

Those who enjoyed that outstanding book The Wonderful Farm (1952) will be glad 
to meet again the little French girls Delphine and Marinette, with their rather gruff 
parents in the background, and to make the acquaintance of more of their animal 
friends: the ox who learnt to read (a most delightful character), the wolf who gave 
up eating little girls, the ingenious cat, the pig who wasn’t so clever as he thought, 
and many others. These eight stories are witty, full of comedy, and most original; 
some have an element of magic, others are more realistic. All are bound to please 
children from eight onwards who appreciate the unusual. 


THE WINDMILL FAMILY. Pamela Brown. Nelson, 8s.6d. 1954. 20$ cm. 
234 pages. 7 illustrations (1 in colour) by Marcia Lane Foster. 

Financial straits are forcing the Channings to sell their windmill home, but the arrival 

of Puffin, a school friend of young Colin, brings new hope, for this young Indian 
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has become a king overnight and a reward is offered for news of him. But Puffin 
wants a holiday, and Colin and his young sister contrive to hide him without the 
knowledge of the rest of the family. This causes complications which keep the 
youngsters constantly on tenterhooks. Their stratagems make a pleasant story which 
can be recommended to young readers of ten to fourteen for its easy style, natural 
dialogue and really human characters. 


FRIENDS OF THE BUSHVELD. Fay King. Cape, gs.6d. 1954. 20$ cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations from drawings by Grace Huxtable. 


The le Rouxs are a united family living contentedly, if precariously, on a South 
African farm which is a sanctuary for wild life. The problem of raising money for 
an expensive operation when one of them is injured by a rogue elephant is solved 
by a wholly unexpected find. The book gives a vivid impression of bushveld and 
dorp, heat and storm, and intertwined with the human story are accounts of wild life 
—a lion’s kill, an eagle’s attack upon a monkey, a duel between a cobra and a wild 
cat—as well as stories from a Teller of Tales that will have a sure appeal for young 
readers of ten to fourteen. 


THE TIGER WHO COULDN’T EAT MEAT. Nancy Spain. Parrish, 
7s.6d. cloth; 6s. boards. 1954. 22. cm. 36 pages. Illustrations in colour by the 
author. 

This young vegetarian tiger is turned out of home by his irate mother who refuses 

to cater for his unusual taste in food and spends a lonely life in the Indian jungle 

until he finds Nicky, a baby boy, in a deserted English compound. He cares for him 
until his father returns and then remains as his playmate. When Nicky is five they 
are sent to England to live with two Kensington aunts and their troubles begin, but 
after considerable excitement all ends happily. Children from five to eight will like 
Miss Spain’s drawings as much as the story itself. 


THE BELL FAMILY. Noel Streatfeild. Collins, 10s.6d. 1954. 194 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 

A comfortable story about the ups and downs of a vicar’s family living in a noisy, 
crowded district in south-east London. It is a record of homely events: a theatre treat, 
a photographic competition, a school play, a holiday by the sea, and financial worries 
which the children—two boys and two girls—try to alleviate. By the end of it the 
family have become familiar friends, so well are they rendered and so plausible their 
experiences. This will be a popular book with young readers of ten to fourteen. 


BARRY’S GREAT DAY. A. Stephen Tring. Oxford University Press, 

8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations by Charlotte Hough. 
Thirteen-year-old Barry lives on a council housing estate and goes to the local 
grammar school. He and his two friends, who dub themselves “The Three 
Musketeers’, create an ‘act’ that surprises even themselves. In addition, Barry is busy 
learning that tennis is a game not to be despised and in outwitting the fraudulent 
scheme of a disagreeable neighbour. He is a very human character, likeable and 
convincing, and his activities and youthful ambitions, related with a real under- 
standing of boys, will engage the sympathy of young folk of eleven and over who 
appreciate the ‘true-to-life’.

ICEBERGS AND JUNGLES. Shirley Carpenter and Marie Neurath. 


MOUNTAINS AND VALLEYS. Shirley Carpenter, Marie Neurath 
and Stewart Irwin. Rathbone Books, boards, 4s.6d. each; combined edition, cloth, 
10s.6d. 1954. 27cm. 30 pages. Numerous illustrations in colour. 12:8 maps. 
(World in Pictures) 

Attractively produced in colour, and showing by pictures, maps and diagrams the 
general aspects of the physical geography and the climates of the world, these two 
books should stimulate the imagination of the young, and interest them in their own 
environment. The visual relief maps are effective, but have no scales, and there is no 
indication of the extent to which the vertical sections are exaggerated. Age group: 
ten to twelve years. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN SPACE. Arthur C. Clarke. Phoenix 
House, 7s.6d. 1954. 25$cm. 72 pages. 32 plates (1 in colour). 6 diagrams. 
Bibliography. (Young Traveller). 

An extremely well-written and entertaining account of the present state and future 

possibilities of the science of astronautics, written especially for young readers. The 

author, who was Chairman of the British Interplanetary Society from 1950 to 1953, 

writes clearly and simply, without exaggeration, yet with tremendous sincerity and 

enthusiasm. The book is well illustrated, and pleasing in format. It should be a 

favourite with older boys and girls. 


JOHN AND JENNIFER GO CAMPING. Gee Denes. Nelson, 6s. 1954. 
234m. 40 pages. 34 photographs (20 in colour). Endpaper drawing in colour. 
This is a factual account of two holidays enjoyed by a real boy and girl. First they 
spend a happy weekend under canvas and then their summer holiday in a caravan 
parked in sight of Windsor Castle—which they later visit, of course. They talk to 
people on barges, go punting, attend a gymkhana and watch a touring circus being 
assembled in a nearby field. Excellent photographs have been taken at all the right 
moments to illustrate this cheerful story for children from five to eight. 


NEVILLE DUKE’S BOOK OF FLYING. Edited by Edward Lanchbery. 
Cassell, 9s.6d. 1954. 25$cm. 128 pages. 97 illustrations. 11 diagrams. Map. 
This book contains a great deal of information about flying and will certainly interest 
boys from ten to sixteen. Perhaps the most instructive chapter is that in which Neville 
Duke describes in detail how a jet aircraft is flown. Other sections deal with such 
varied subjects as gliding, elementary navigation, early flying days, the Air Training 

Corps, the first thousand-bomber raid and speed records. 


THE F.A. BOOK FOR BOYS. Number Seven. Naldrett Press for the 
Football Association, 10s.6d. 1954. 244m. 192 pages. Photographs. Drawings. 
Diagrams. Tables. 

Produced in close collaboration with the Football Association’s Coaching Depart- 
ment, this attractive annual once again is packed with interesting and informative 
articles on a wide range of subjects connected with the game of soccer. Among the 
contributors are many famous players of the present day and their articles, together 
with the excellent photographs, humorous drawings and puzzles, make the book 
good entertainment for all boys from twelve upwards. 
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YOUR BOOK OF PHOTOGRAPHY with Basic Cameras. William P. 
Gottlieb. Faber, 5s.6d. 1954. 214m. 48 pages. Photographs by the author. 
Drawings by Michael Germakian. Index. 

This book is designed for the beginner (from twelve to fifteen) and is crammed with 

good advice. It describes the cameras most suitable to purchase and how they work, 

and what type of film to use, and deals with the many avenues open to the youthful 
photographer. It is profusely illustrated. 


HANDICRAFTS FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. J. Kay and C. T. White. 
English Universities Press, 7s.6d. 1954. 23 cm. 92 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
Numerous text illustrations. (Junior Teach Yourself Books) 

Written for boys and girls from about the age of twelve upwards who enjoy making 

things, this book is full of bright ideas and clear instructions. The equipment needed 

is very simple and some of it may be made at home. The authors write with first-hand 
knowledge of how to make attractive and useful objects in leatherwork, pottery, 
textiles and the various book crafts such as covers for magazines, casebindings for 

Penguin books, and decorated papers. 


FRANKLIN OF THE ARCTIC. A Life of Adventure. Richard S. Lambert. 
Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 366 pages. 15 illustrations. Sketch map in text. 
Endpaper maps. Chronology. Glossary. Bibliography. (Men of the Modern Age) 

By rightly concentrating on the highlights of Franklin’s career—the battles of 

Copenhagen and Trafalgar, his survey, under Captain Flinders, of the Australian 

coast (where he suffered shipwreck), his penetration of the pack ice in search of the 

North Pole, and his three memorable expeditions in quest of the North West Passage 

which opened up vast tracts of Canada and set the pattern for future arctic exploration 

—the author achieves a vivid portrait of a very great man whose unremitting struggles 

with the elements, with disease and with the unknown make more exciting reading 

than many a tale of fiction. For children of twelve upwards. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN GERMANY. Egon Larsen. Phoenix 
House, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 160 pages. 25 photographs (1 in colour). Sketch map. 
Glossary. Index. (Young Traveller) 

Appearing at an appropriate moment, this, the cighteenth title in a popular series, 
describes a fictitious tour in Western Germany made by an English boy and girl 
with (and partly without) their father, and instructs teen-agers concerning the usual 
tourists’ sights and the German way of life. Though open to criticism in detail— 
the English is not always flawless and the over-condensed last chapter is a mistake— 
the general picture is a remarkably true one, and the book serves a highly laudable 
purpose in fostering international understanding. It can also be recommended to 
adults planning a tour in Germany. 


SOCCER THE LAWTON WAY. Tommy Lawton. Nicholas Kaye, 

10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 170 pages. 20 photographs. Drawings and diagrams in text. 
Although this excellent book on how to play association football will interest coaches 
and adult players, its main appeal will be to boys in their teens. Written in plain 
language, it deals with all phases of the game, and, for those who have a natural 
aptitude for football, describes the foundation on which any success in the game 


depends. 
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THE WONDER WORLD OF LONG AGO. Marie Neurath. Parrish, 
7s.6d. cloth; 6s. boards. 1954. 22 cm. 36 pages. Numerous illustrations by the 
author in colour. 

For children from eight to ten Miss Neurath provides a series of brightly coloured 

diagrammatic pictures showing the evolution of animal life. Brief notes simply, 

but rather sketchily, describe the earliest forms of invertebrates, the giant reptiles, 
the first feathered birds and the primitive mammals. 


TRACKS, TRAILS AND SIGNS. Fred J. Speakman. Bell, 10s.6d. 1954. 

19 cm. 160 pages. 40 photographs. 39 drawings in text. Index. 
The author writes for children between the ages of nine and fourteen. Budding 
naturalists need no luring, but they do need guidance, and here it is given abundantly 
and wisely. How to avoid doing damage to the countryside, how to make friends 
with country people, how to find one’s way about—all this advice is given without 
the least talking down to the reader. Other chapters tell how animals betray their 
ways of life by the signs they leave, where and how to watch, how to keep notes, 
take casts of footprints and so on. Mammals receive most attention but birds are not 
neglected. 


LIVING ANIMALS. Hilary Stebbing. Cassell, 30s. 1954. 25 cm. 260 pages. 

81 illustrations in colour and 128 line drawings by the author. Index. 
A beautifully produced book with illustrations of a high artistic and informative 
standard. The text is suited to children from eight to fourteen years of age; the 
illustrations will also appeal to those who are even younger and to those who are 
very much older. Most of the coloured plates are full-page and show the animals 
in ‘live’ postures against their natural settings, which is no mean achievement 
considering the rarity and oddity of some of them. The subjects are all mammals 
and the arrangement starts from the most highly developed—the apes—and finishes 
with the lowliest—the marsupials and monotremes. The text describes the characters 
and habits of the different groups as well as of individual species.
